THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The message of President Tat't read to the congress today is character- 


ized by a tnmencss and rapidity contrasting strikingly with the messages of 


ex-President Roosevelt. 


We do not, however, undertake to condemn President Taft's message 


on (hut score. Yet \ve surmise that unless through mere curiosity the sen- 


ators and representatives kept awake during the rending of the document, 


there was much to induce sleep in the absence of anything characterized bj 


spirit or intensity. 


Perhaps the most important feature of the document is that in which 


President Taft undertakes to deal with the question of injunctions. 
He 


quotes a passage from thc platform of what he calls ''the, successful party 


in thc last"election," the passage referring to the needlcssncss of issuing 


injunctions without notice except where irreparable injury might result, 


from delay. 
To carry out this party pledge President Taft proposes the 


enactment of a law providing that no injunction be issued without previous 


notice and n reasonable opportunity to be heard on behalf of the parties 


to be enjoined; unless if. shall apprar-to the satisfaction of the court that 


the delay would result in irreparable injury to the coriiplainant. 
AVhere, 


therefore, an injunction issues without notice it is provided that it shall be 


of no effect after seven days from the issuance thereof or within less lime 


if thc court so provides. 
That modification of the injunction evils com- 


plained of may gratify some people while it will do no harm to anybody. 


Jt is simply a proposition to pass a law providing for the very thing which 


the courts have been in the habit of doing for many years past. The cases 


are very few where injunctions have been issued without notice, and where 


they were so issued it was on the ground that irreparable delay would result. 


There are. other provisions in thc message mode lo carry out recom- 


mendations of the republican platform such, for example, as that in favor 


of postal savings banks, another for a ship subsidy bill, one for a bureau 


of public health and several others. 


The president touches in a perfunctory way upon (he application oC 


the Monroe Doctrine in the South American states, and he undertakes to 


say that neither (his doctrine nor any other American policy should be per- 


mitted to operate for the perpetuation of irresponsible government, thc

ambitions on the part of the United States. 


On the. matter of revenues the. president points out that the deficit for

NEW YORK, Dec.' 7.—Indications 


yesterday were that the state investi- 
gation of the so-called milk trust' will 
be far-reaching. 


Following 
the. appointment by-the 


supreme'court yesterday of a referee to 
takef testimony here and in Albany',-it 
was learned 
that the 
investigation, 


which will be begun on Thursday next, 
will extend to the up-state milk inter- 
ests for the purpose of .determining the 
causes "for the apparent wide Miscrep- 
ancy indicated by currently published 
quotations between the price paid tin- 
producer and that paid by the con- 
sumer. : 
. 


The investigation is directed against 


the Consolidated Milk exchange and 
several large milk companies In this 
city. 
Officers of these companies are 


required to appear for 
examination 


with their ^records and books. . 
, Attorney.;General. O'Malley's petition 
charges ;that through the Consolidated 
Milk exchange the prices .paid the pro- 
ducer . and charged the consumer are 
"arbitrarily .fixed" • and that action of 
the members and stockholders In rais- 
ing the price of bottled milk from 8 to 
.9 cents "was a conspiracy to unlaw- 
fully and illegally advance the price," 
made possible by their'alleged monop- 
oly of the supply. 
• 
. 


It Is further declared .In the petition 


that' the advance was not due to an 
increase in the price paid the produc- 
ers nor to additional cost of handling, 
but was to ''provide additional profits 
to the individuals and additional divi- 
dends" on stock of the corporations. 


It is alleged that' the so-called trust 


controls about SO per cent of all milk 
available for consumption within New 
.York city.

A PECULIAR FIRE 


Was Attended by Sev- 


eral Accidents 


Was Found in the Cistern of Her 


Father's Home 


' FISHKILL LANDING, N. T., Dec. 7. 
'—The body of Miss Margaret Daucrty, 
tile Vasser student who disappeared 
Sunday, was found late yesterday in 
the cistern of her father's home 
at 


Hughsonvllle. 
Miss Dauerty, who was 


the daughter of the Rev. William H. 
Pauerty, wandered away from tiie care 
of her friends Sunday morning. 
It 


was known that she hod been forced 
to abandon her studies at Vassar be- 
cause of mental strain duo to 
over- 


work, and from the moment her ab- 
sence was noted there was the great- 
est anxiety for her safety. 
The all- 


nlffht and day search came to a sad 
endinpr when a railroad detective found 
the lifeless body of the girl In six 
feet of water at the bottom of the 
cistern. 
Appearance indicated a care- 


fully planned suicide. 
The. cover of 


the cistern was in its usual position. 
It seems that she raised it on edge, 


allowing it to fall back into place over 
her, as she jumped to deatli below. 
There were no evidences of foul play. 


Miss Dauerty was ambitious to make 


her first year-at Vassal- a creditable 
one. 
She knew that her father had 


abandoned a rich parish In New Jersey 
to accept his small chargre in Hughson- 
vllle expressly so his daughter might 
be near enough Vassal- to commute. 
Her ambitions, however, overran her 
strength and three weeks ago she broke 
flown and was forced to remain at 
home. 
The thought that her indis- 


position, had nullified her father's sacri- 
fices for her so preyed on her mind 
that the family feared she might at- 
tempt suicide and tried to keep a close 
watch on her. 


Sunday morning, when her father was 


at church, furnished the chance 
she 


sought. 
Slipping from the house she 


disappeared, and the efforts of many 
searching- parties failed to nnd her un- 
til late, 
yesterday. 
The 
distracted 


parents were inconsolable 
last night 


when the sad news was brought 
to 
them.

Wednesday morning -'and given- a hear- 
ing before Judge Luce on the charge 
of murder.

Leslie, a justice of the peace, will bo 
submitted as evidence at this time.

this statement by

newspapers, 


while the police have always regarded 


it of primary importance. On the oth- 
er hand. It has been said 
by

present at the deathbed that 
Glover 


did not appear to be very willing to 
talk, and everything that he did say 
was obtained only after much- persua- 
sion on the part of those who were 
Questioning him. 


All of these things, together with the 
other peculiarities with which the case 
abounds, has made the people of Wal- 
tham believe that all of the facts have 
not yet been made known. 


That Hattie Le Blanc has told her 
attorneys a far different story from the 
one she told the police 
is 
gathered 


from the very confident way they pre- 
dict the girl's acquittal when the case 
reaches the court and the true facts 
are laid before a jury.

THE LOWELL 


To the Senate and the House of Rep- 


resentatives: 
-The relations of the United States 


with all foreign governments have con- 
tinued upon the normal basis of amity 
and good understanding and are very 
generally satisfactory. 


Europe. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the 


general treaty of arbitration concluded 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, April 4, 1908, a special agree- 
ment was entered into between the 
two countries on Jan. 27, 1000, for the 
submission of questions relating to the 
fisheries on the north Atlantic coast to 
a tribunal to be formed from 'members 
of the permanent court of arbitration 
at The Hague. 


In accordance with the provisions 


of the special agreement the printed 
case of each government was, on Oct. 
4 last, submitted to the other and to 
the arbitral tribunal at The Hague, and 
the counter case of the United States 
is now in course of preparation. 


The American rights under the fish- 


cries article of the treaty of 1818 have 
been a cause a" difference between the 
United States and Great, Britain for 
nearly seventy years. 
The interests 


involved are of great importance to 
the American fishing industry, and the 
final'settlement of the controversy will 
remove a source of constant irritation 
and complaint. This is .the first case 
involving 
such 
great 
International 


questions which has been submitted to 
the permanent court of arbitration at 
The Hague. 


The treaty between the United States 


nnd Great Britain concerning the Ca- 
nadian international boundary, con- 
cluded April 11, 1908, authorizes the 
appointment of two commissioners to 
define and mark accurately the inter- 
national boundary line between the 
United States and the Dominion of 
Canada in the waters of tlie Passama- 
quoddy bay and provides for the ex- 
change of briefs within the period of 
sis months. The briefs were duly pre- 
. serited within the prescribed period, 
but as the commissioners failed to 
agree within six months after the ex- 
change of HIP, printed statements, as 
required by the treaty, It lias now be- 
come necessary to resort to (he arbi- 
tration provided for in the article. 


The international fisheries commis- 


(,Ion of neutral prizes and continuous 
voyages. 


The declaration of London is an emi- 


nently satisfactory codification of the 
International maritime law, and it is 
hoped that Its reasonableness and fair- 
ness will secure its general adoption, 
as well as remove one of the difficul- 
ties standing in the way of the estab- 
lishment of an 
international prize 


court. 


Under the authority given in the 


sundry civil '-appropriation act, 
ap< 


proved 
March 4, 1009, the United 


States was represented at the inter- 
national conference on maritime law 
at Brussels: '' The conference met on 
the 2Sth of September last and result- 
ed in the signature ad referendum of 
n convention for the unification of cer- 
tain regulations with regard lo mari- 
time, assistance/and salvage and a con- 


slon appointed pursuant to and under 
the authority of (he convention of 
April 11, 1008, between (he United 
States and Great Britain has com- 
pleted a system of uniform and com- 
mon international regulations for the 
protection and preservation of thn food 
fishes in international boundary wa- 
ters of the Uullud States and Canada. 


The regulations will be duly submit- 


ted to congress with, a view to the 
enactment of such legislation as will 


. be necessary under the convention to 
put them into operation. 


The convention providing for the set- 


tlement of international differences be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
including the apportionment between 
the two countries of certain of the 
boundary waters and the appointment 
of commissioners to adjust certain 
other questions, signed on the lltli day 
of January, 1009, and to the ratifica- 
tion of which the senate gave its ad- 
vice and consent on March 3, 1009, has 
not yet been ratified on the part of 
Great Britain. 


Commissioners have been appointed 


on the part of the United States to act 
jointly with commissioners on (lie part 
of Canada In examining into the ques- 
tion of obstructions in the St. John 
river between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick and to make recommendations 
for the regulation of the uses thereof 
and are now engaged In this work. 


Protecting the Seals. 


Negotiations 
for an international 


conference to consider and reach an 
arrangement providing for the preser- 
vation and protection of the fur seals 
in the north Pacific are in progress 
with the governments of Great Britain, 
.Tapan and Russia. 
The attitude of 


the governments interested leads me 
to hope for a satisfactory settlement of 
rhis question as the ultimate outcome 
of the negotiations. 


The second peace conference recent- 


ly held at The Hague adopted a con- 
vention for the establishment of an in- 
(ornatioual prize court upon the Joint 
proposal of delegations of thn United 
States, France, Germany and Great 
Britain. The law to be observed by 
the tribunal in the decision of prize 
cases was, however, left In an uncer- 
tain and therefore unsatisfactory state. 
Article 7 of the convention provided 
that the court was to be governed by 
the provisions of treaties existing be- 
tween (he belligerent!), but that "In 
the absence of such provisions the 
court shall apply (ho rules of inter- 
national law. 
If no generally recog- 


nized rule exis(s tlio court shall give 
judgment In accordance with the gen- 
eral principles of justice and equity." 
As, however, many questions In inter- 
national maritime- law are understood 
differently, and therefore Interpreted 
differently in various countries, it was 


vent¥on for the unification of certain 
rules with regard to collisions at sea. 


Two new projects of conventions 


which have not heretofore been con- 
sidered in a diplomatic conference— 
namely, one concerning the limitation 
or the responsibility of shipowners 
and the other concerning marine mort- 
gages and privileges—have been sub- 
mitted by the conference to the dif- 
ferent governments. 


The conference adjourned to meet 


again on April 11, 1010. 


The international conference for the 


purpose of promoting uniform legisla- 
tion concerning letters of exchange, 
which was called by the government 
of the Netherlands to meet at The 
Hague in September, 1000, has been 
postponed to meet at that capital in 
June, 1930. The United States will be 
appropriately represented in this con- 
ference under the provision therefor 
already made by congress. 


The Cordial invitation of Belgium to 


be represented by a fitting display of 
American progress in the useful arts 
and inventions at the world's fair to 
be held at Brussels in 1010 remains to 
be acted upon by the congress. Mind- 
ful of the advantages to accrue to our 
artisans and producers In competition 
with their continental rivals, 1 renew 
the recommendation heretofore made 
that provision bo made for acceptance 
of the invitation and adequate repre- 
sentation In the exposition. 


The question arising out of the Bel- 


gian annexation of the Independent 
State of the Kongo, which has so long 
and earnestly preoccupied the atten- 
tion of this government and enlisted 
the sympathy of our best citizens, is 
still open, but In a more hopeful stage. 
This government was among the fore- 
most in the great work of uplifting 
the uncivilized regions of Africa and 
urging the extension of the benefits 
of civilization, education and fruitful 
open commerce to that vast domain 
and is a party to treaty engagements 
of all the interested powers designed 
(o carry out that groat duly to Immun- 
ity. 
The way to better the original 


and adventitious conditions, so bur- 
densome to the natives and so de- 
structive to their development, has 
been pointed out, by observation and 
experience, not alone of American rep- 
resentatives, but by cumulative evi- 
dence from all quarters and by the 
Investigations of Belgian agents. The 
announced 
programs 
of 
reforms, 


striking at many of the evils known 
to exist, are an augury of beUer 
things. 
The attitude of the United 


States is one of benevolent encourage- 
ment. coupled with a hopeful trust 
that the good work, responsibly under- 
taken and zealously perfected to the 
accomplishment 
of the 
results so 


ardently desired, will soon justify the 
wisdom that inspires them and satisfy 
the demands of humane sentiment 
throughout the world.

isting conditions in the Spitsbergen 
islands. 


This invitation -was conveyed under 


the reservation that the question of 
altering the status of the islands aa 
countries belonging to no particular 
state and as equally open to the citi- 
zens and subjects of all stales should 
not be raised. 


The European powers invited to this 


conference by the government of Nor- 
way were Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Russia, Swe- 
den and the Netherlands. 


The department of state, in view of 


proofs filed with it in 190G, showing 
the American possession, occupation 
and working of certain coal bearing 
lands hi Spitzbergen, accepted the in- 
vitation under the reservation above 
stated and under the further reserva- 
tion that all interests in those islands 
already vested should be protected 
and that (here should be equality of 
opportunity far the future.

further pointed out that membership 
In the conference on the part of the 
United States was qualified by the 
consideration that 
this government 


would not become a signatory to any 
conventional arrangement concluded 
by the European members of the con- 
ference which would imply contribu- 
tory participation by the United States 
in any obligation or responsibility for 
the enforcement of any scheme of ad- 
ministration which might be devised 
by llm conference for (he islands.

The Argentine Republic will also

Today more than ever before Amor- 


lean capital Is seeking Investment In 


foreign countries, ana American prod- 
ucts are more aud more generally seek- 
ing foreign markets. 
As a conse- 


quence 
In all countries 
there ore 


American citizens and American In- 
terests to be protected on occasion by 
their government. These movements 
qt men, of capital and of commodities 
bring peoples and governments closer 
together and so form bonds of peace 
and mutual dependency, as they must 
also naturally sometimes make passing 
points of friction. • The resultant sit- 
uation inevitably imposes upou this 
government vastly Increased responsi- 
bilities. 
This administration, through 


the department of state and the for- 
eign service, is lending all proper sup- 
port to legitimate and beneficial Amer- 
ican enterprises in foreign countries, 
the degree of such support being meas- 
ured by the natlqnal advantages to be 
expected. A citizen himself cannot by 
contract or otherwise divest himself 
of the right, nor can this • government 
escape the obligation, of his protection 
in Ills personal and property rights 
when these are unjustly infringed in 
a foreign country. To avoid ceaseless 
vexation it is proper that in considering 
whether American enterprise should 
be encouraged or supported in a par- 
ticular country the government should 
rive full weight not only to the na- 
tional as opposed to the individual 
benefits to accrue, but also to the fact 
whether or not the government of (The 
country In question Is in its adminis- 
tration and in its diplomacy faithful to 
the principles of moderation, equity 
and justice, upon which alone depends 
international credit in diplomacy as 
well as in finance. 


The pan-American policy, of this 


government has long been fixed in its 
principles 
and 
remains 
unchanged. 


With the changed circumstances of the 
United States and of the republics to 
the south of us, most of which have 
;reat natural resources, stable govern- 
ment and progressive ideals, the ap- 
prehension which gave rise to the 
Monroe doctrine may be said to have 
iciirly disappeared, and neither the 
doctrine as it exists nor any other doc- 
trine of American policy should be 
permitted to operate for the perpetua- 
tion of Irresponsible government, the 
escape of just obligations or the insidi- 
ous allegation of dominating ambitious 
on the part of (he United States. 


Beside the fundamental doctrines of

The collection of the customs of the 


Dominican Itcpubiic through the gen- 
eral receiver of customs appointed by 
the president .of the United States in 
accordance with the convention of 
Feb. S, 1007, has proceeded in an un- 
eventful and satisfactory manner. The 
customs receipts have decreased owing 
lo disturbed political and economic 
conditions and to a very natural cur- 
tailment of .imports In view of the an- 
ticipated revision of the Dominican 
tariff schedule. The payments to the 
fiscal agency fund for the service of 
the bonded debt of (ho republic, as 
provided by the convention, have been 
regularly and promptly made, and sat- 
isfactory progress has been made In 
carrying out the provisions of the con- 
tention looking toward the completion 
:)f the adjustment of the debt and the 
icqulrement by tho Dominican govern- 
ment of certain concessions and mo- 
nopolies which have been a burden to 
be commerce of (ho country. In short, 
ho receivership has demonstrated Its 
iblllty, even under unfavorable ceo- 
mmlc and political conditions, to do 
he work for which It was Intended. 
This government was obliged to In- 
erveno diplomatically lo bring about 
arbitration or settlement of the claim 
if the. Winery company against Nlcn- 
'agna, which II. had long before been 
igreed should bo arbitrated. A settle- 
nent of this troublesome case was 


reached'by the signature of n 'protocol 
on Sept.-18, 3900. 


Claim Againtt Chile. 


Many years ago diplomatic Interven- 


tion became necessary to the protec- 
tion of the Interests In the American 
claim of Aisop & Co. against the 
government of Chile. 
The govern- 


ment of Chile had frequently admitted 
obligation in the case and had prom- 
ised this government to settle it There 
had been two abortive attempts to do 
so through arbitral commissions which 
failed through .lack of jurisdiction. 
Now, happily, as the result, of the re- 
cent diplomatic; negotiations, the gov- 
ernments of the United States and of 
Chile, actuated by' the sincere desire 
to free from any strain1 both cordial 
and friendly relations upon which both 
set such store, have agreed by a proto- 
col to submit the controversy to defini- 
tive settlement by his Britannic majes- 
ty Edward VII. 


Since the Washington conventions of 


1907 were communicated to the gov- 
ernment of the United States as a con- 
sulting and advising party this gov- 
ernment has been almost continuously 
called upou by one or another and In 
turn by all of the five Central Amer- 
ican republics to exert Itself for the 
maintenance of the conventions. Near- 
ly every complaint has been against 
the Zelaya government of Nicaragua, 
which has kept Central America In 
constant tension or' turmoil. The n 
spouses made to the representation 
of Central American republics as di 
from the United States on account o 
its relation' to the Washington couven 
tions have been at all times couserva 
live and have avoided, so far as poss 
ble, any.semblance of interference, a 
though it is very apparent that th 
considerations of geographic proximit 
to the canal zone and of the very sub 
stautlal American Interests in Centra 
America give to the United States 
special position in the zone of thes 
republics and the Caribbean sea. 


I need not rehearse here the patleii 


efforts of this government to promot 
peace and welfare among these re 
publics, efforts which are fully appri 
ciatcd by the majority of them wh 
are loyal to their true interests. 
I 


would be no less unnecessary to re 
hearse here the sad tale of unspeakr 
ble barbarities and oppression allege 
to have been committed by the Zelay 
[overnment. Recently two American 
were put to death by order of P.res 
dent Zelaya himself. They were ofli 
cers in the organized forces of a re\ 
olution which had conlinued man 
weeks and was in control of abou 
half of the republic, and as such, ac 
cording to the modern enlightcnc' 
practice of civilized nations, they wer 
entitled to be dealt with as prisoner 
of war. 


At the dale when this message 1 


printed (his government has term! 
nated diplomatic relations with th 
Zelaya government for reasons mad 
public in a communication to the foi 
mer Nicaragua!! charge d'affaires am 
Is intending to take such future step 
as may bo found most consistent wit 
its dignity, ils duty to American In 
terests and its moral obligations tc 
Central America and to civilization. I 
may later be necessary for me to brini 
this subject to Ihe attention of th 
congress in a special message. 


Sureau of American Republics. 


The international bureau of Amer 


lean republics has carried on an impor 
taut and increasing work during th 
last year. In the pxercise of its pecul 
iar functions as an international ageu 


by all the American 


republics for the development of pan 
American commerce and friendship, 1 
bas accomplished a great practlca 
jood which could be done in the same 
ivay by no individual department or bu 
reau of one government and is there 
fore deserving of your liberal support 
The fact that II Is about to enter a new 
building, erected through the tnuuifi 
cence of an American philanthropist 
and the contributions of all the Amor- 
can nations, where both Its efficiency 
of administration and expense of main- 
tenance will natural!}' be much aug- 
mented, further entitles It to speciai 
consideration. 


The Far East. 


In [he far east this government pre- 


serves unchanged its policy of snpport- 
ug the principle of equality of oppor- 
tunity and scrupulous respect for the 
ntegrity of the Chinese empire, to 
vhich policy are pledged the Interested 
lowers of both east and west. 


By the treaty of 1903 China has un- 


lerlaken the abolition of llkln with a 
noderate and proportionate raising of 
ho customs tariff along with currency 
eform. These reforms being of uiaul- 
est advantage to foreign commerce as 
veil as to the Interests of China, this 
government is endeavoring to faclll- 
ute Ihese measures and the needful 
cqulescence of the treaty powers. 
Vheii it appeared that Chinese likin 
revenues were to be hypothecated to 
foreign bankers in connection with a 
great railway project it was obvious 
that the governments whoso nationals 
held this loan would have a certain 
direct Interest In the question of the 
carrying out by China of the reforms 
hi question. 
Because this railroad 


loan represented a practical and real 
application of the open door policy 
through co-operation with China by 
Interested powers, us well as because 
of its relations to the reforms referred 
lo above, Ihe administration deemed 
American participation lo be of grea( 
national Interest. 
Happily, when it 


was as a mailer of broad policy ur- 
gent that Ibis opportunity should not 
bo lost, the indispensable Instrumental- 
ity presented Itself when a group of 
American

reputation and grant resources agreed 
at once to share In (be loan upon pre- 
cisely such lermn as Ibis government 
should approve. 
Tlio chief of those

Americans will thus take their sliai 
In {his extension of these great high 
ways of trade and to believe that sue 
activities will give a real Impetus t 
our commerce and will prove a prac 
tlcal corollary to our historic policy. 1

The Imperial Chinese government I 


pursuance of its decision to devot 
funds from the portion of the jndem 
nity remitted by the United States, t 
the sending of students to this coun 
try has already completed arrangi 
ments for carrying out this purpose 
and a considerable body, of student 
have arrived to take up their work I 
our schools and universities., -No on 
can doubt the happy effect that the ai 
sociations formed by these representa 
tlve young men will have when the 
return to take up their work in th 
progressive development of their coun 
try. 


The results of the opium conferenc 


held at Shanghai last spring at th 
invitation of the United States hav 
been laid before,the government. Th 
report shows that China is making re 
markable progress and admirable ef 
forts toward the eradication of th 
opium evil'and that the government 
concerned have not allowed their com 
mercial Interests to interfere with 
helpful co-operation in this reform 
Collateral investigations of the opium 
question in this country lead me t 
recommend that the manufacture, sal 
and use of opium and its derivatives i 
the United States should be so far a 
possible more vigorously controlled b 
legislation. 


In one of the Chinese-Japanese con 


ventlons of Sept. 4 of-this year tber 
was a provision which caused consic 
erable public apprehension In tha 
upon its face it was believed in som 
quarters to seek to establish a monop 
oly of mining privileges along th 
South Manchurlan and Antung-Muk 
den railroads and thus to exclud 
Americans rfrom a wide field of enter 
prise, to take part in which they wer 
by treaty with China entitled. Afte 
a thorough examination of the conven 
tions and of the several contextua 
documents the secretary of state reach 
ed the conclusion that no such monop 
oly was intended or accomplished 
However, in view of the widespreat 
discussion of this question, to confirm 
the view it had reached this govern 
ment made inquiry of the. imperia 
Chinese 
and Japanese governments 


and received from each official assur 
ance that the provision had no purposi 
inconsistent with the policy of equalitj 
of opportunity to which the slgna 
lories, In common with the United 
Stales, are pledged. 


Relations With Japan. 


Our Iradilioual relations with the 


Japanese empire continue cordial, as 
usual. As the representative of Japan 
his imperial highness Prince Ivun 
visited the Hudson-Fulton celebration 
The recent visit of a delegation of 
prominent business men as guests of 
the chambers of commerce of the Pa- 
cific slope, whose representatives hai 
been so agreeably received in Japan, 
will doubtless contribute to the grow- 
ing trade across the Pacific as well as 
lo lhal mutual understanding which 
lends to mutual appreciation. The ar- 
rangement of 1003 for a co-operative 
control of the coming of laborers to 
the United Slales has proved to work 
satisfactorily. The mailer of a revi- 
sion of Ihe exisling treaty between the 
United States and Japan which is ter- 
minable in 1012 is already receiving 
the study of both countries. 


The department of state Is consider- 


ing the revision in whole or In part of 
the existing treaty with Slam, which 
was concluded in J85B and Is now, in 
respect to many of Its provisions, out 
of date. 


The Department of State. 


I earnestly recommend to the favor- 


able action of the congress the esti- 
mates submitted by the department of 
state and most especially the legisla- 
ion suggested in the secretary of 
state's letter of this date whereby it 
will be possible to develop and make 
permanent the reorganization of the 
leparlment upon modern lines in a 
manner to make il a thoroughly ef- 
ficient instrument In the furtherance 
if our foreign trade and of American 
ntercsts abroad. 
The plan to have 


llvisions of Latin American and far 
•astern affairs and to institute a cer- 
aiu specialization in business with 
Europe and the near east will at once 
ommend itself. 
These politico-geo- 


graphical divisions and the detail from 
he diplomatic or consular service to 
lie department of a number of men 
\~lio bring to the study of complicated 
roblems in different parts ^of the world 
irncticnl knowledge recently gained on 
he spot clearly is of the greatest ad- 
anlage to the secretary of state In 
oreseeing conditions likely to arise 
nd in conducting the great variety of 
orrcspondence and negotiation. 
It 


tumid be remembered that such facll- 
:ies exist In the foreign offices of all 
lie leading commercial nations and 
tiat to deny them to the secretary of 
late would be to place this govern- 
icnt at a great disadvantage lu tho 
.vnlry of commercial competition. 


Improved Consular Service, 


The consular service has been great- 
v Improved under tho law of April 5, 
008, and the executive order of Juno 
7, 100(1, and I commend to your con- 
deration the question of embodying 
i a statute tho principles of tho pros- 
nt executive order upon which the 
llclency of our consular service la 
-holly dependent. 
In modern times political and com- 
lerclal Interests are Interrelated, nnd 
i the negotiation of commercial trca- 
ea, conventions an<l tariff agreements, 
ic keeping open of opportunities and 
in proper support of American enter- 
rises our diplomatic R.ervlco Is qulto 


as important as tu« consular service t,o 
the business Interests of the country 
Impressed with tills idea and: tipn- : 
viuied that selection after rigorous ex- 
animation, promotion for merit solely 
and the experience only to be gained 
through the continuity of an organized 
service are indispensable to a high de- 
gree of efficiency In the diplomatic 
service, I have sighed an executive or- 
der as the first step toward this very 
desirable result Its effect should be 
to place all secretaries In the diplo- 
matic service in much the same posi- 
tion as consular officers are now placed 
and to tend to the promotion of the 
most efficient to the grade of minister, 
generally leaving for outside appoint- 
ment such posts of the grade of am- 
bassador or minister as it may be ex- 
pedient to fill from without the serv- 
ice. 
It Is proposed also to continue 


the practice instituted last summer of 
giving to all aowly appointed secre- 
taries at least one. month's thorough 
training in the department of state be- 
fore they proceed to their posts. This 
has been clone for some time in regard 
to the consular service with excellent 
results. 


Under a provision of the act of Aug. 


5,1900, I have appointed three officials 
to assist the officers of the government 
in-collecting information necessary to 
a wise administration of the tariff act 
of Aug. 5, 1909. 
As to questions of 


customs administration they' are co- 
operating with the officials of the 
treasury department and as to matters 
of the needs and the exigencies of our 
manufacturers and exporters with the 
department of commerce and labor in 
its relation to the domestic aspect of 
the subject of foreign commerce. 
In 


the study of foreign tariff treatment 
they will assist the bureau of trade 
relations of the department of state. 
It Is hoped thus to co-ordinate and 
bring to bear upon this most Important 
subject all the agencies of the govern- 
ment which can contribute anything to 
its efficient handling. 
. As a consequence of section 2 of the 
tariff act of Aug. 5, 1909, it becomes 
the duty of 'the secretary of state to 
conduct as diplomatic business all the 
negotiations necessary to place him In 
a position to advise me as to whether 
or not a particular country unduly dis- 
criminates against the United States 
In the sense of (he statute referred to. 
The great scope and complexity of this 
work, as well as the obligation to lend 
all proper aid to our expanding com- 
merce, are met by the expansion of the 
bureau of trade relations as set forth 
;n the estimates for the department of 
state. 


Other Departments. 


I have thus in some detail described 


the important transactions of the state 
department since the beginning of this 
idinlnistriitlou for the reason 
that 


:here is no provision either by statute 
or custom for a formal report by the 
secretary of state lo the president or 
;o congress, and a presidential message 
is the only means by which the con- 
lilion of our foreign relations Is 
brought lo Ihe attention of congress 
and the public. 


In dealing with the affairs of tho 


other departments, the heads of which 
ill submit annual reports, I shall touch 
only those matters that seem to me to 
call for speclal mention on my part 
without minimizing In any way the 
recommendations made by them for 
eglslntion 
affecllng Ihelr respective 


lepartmenls, In all of which I wish to 
express my general concurrence, 
government Expenditures and Reve- 


nues. 


Perhaps the most Important ques- 
ion presented to this administration 
s that of economy In expenditures and 
iifficleney of revenue. 
The deficit of 


ho last fiscal year and tho certain 
deficit of the current year prompted 
ongress to throw a. greater responsi- 
illity on the executive and the secre- 
ary of'the treasury than had hereto- 
ore been declared by statute. 
This 


leclaration imposes upon the secretary 
if the treasury the duty of assembling 
II the estimates of the executive de- 
ailments, bureaus and offices 'of the 
xpenditures necessary in the ensuing 
seal year and of making an estimate 
f the revenues of the government for 
he same period, and If n probable def- 
elt is thus shown it is made the duty 
f the president to recommend the 
nethod by which such deficit can be 
met. 


Estimated Deficit $73,075,600. 


The report of the secretary shows 
lat the ordinary expenditures for the 
urrent fiscal year ending June 30, 
010, will exceed the estimated re- 
eipts by $84,075,620. If to this deficit 
re added the sum to be disbursed for 
ic Panama canal, amounting to $38,- 
00,000, and $1,000,000 to be paid on 
10 public debt, the deficit of ordinary 
ecelpts and expenditures will be In- 
reased to a total deficit of $73,075,620. 
his deficit the secretary proposes to 
icet by the proceeds of bonds Issued 
i pay the cost of constructing the 
anama canal. 
I approve this pro- 


osal. 
The policy of paying for the con- 
traction of the Panama canal not 
nt of current revenue, but by bond 
sue, was adopted In the Spooner act 
f 1002, and there scorns to be no good 
oason for departing from the prlnci- 
le by which a part at least of the 
nrdcn of the cost of the canal shall 
ill upon our posterity, who are to 
njoy It, and there Is all the more roa- 
on for Ibis view because the aclual 
ost to date of the canal, which is now 
ilf done and which will be completed 
an. 1, 1015, shows that the cost of 
iglncnrlng and construction will bo 
207,700,000 Instead of $130,705,200, ns 
rlglnally estimated. 
In nddlllon to 


iglncorlnK nnd construction, tho oth- 
r expenses, Including sanitation and 
ovcrnmcnt and the amount paid for 
10 properties, the franchise and the 
•Ivllojto of building (ho canal, In- 
ease (he cost by $75,'I35,000 to a 
lal of f370,201,000. The Increase In 
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the tost-of engineering arid construc- 
tion Is. due to a substantial e.nlarg'e- 
uieut.of the :piau of construction by 
widening the canal 100 feet in the Cu- 
lebra cut and by increasing tub di- 
mensions of the locks, to the under- 
estimate of tlie quantity of the work 
to be done under the original plan and 
to an underestimate of the cost of la- 
bor and materials, both of which have 
greatly enhanced iu price. since the 
original estimate was ma'de. 


In order to avoid n deficit for the 


ensuing fiscal year I directed the 
heads of departments in t'he prepara- 


• tion of their estimates to make them 


as low as possible consistent with im- 
perative governmental necessity. The 
result has been, as I- am advised by 
the secretary of the treasury, that the 
estimates of tlje espouses of the gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1011—that is, for the next 
iiscal -year—are less by 555,603,000 
than the total of appropriations foi 
the current fiscal year aud less by 
§04,000,000 than the estimates for that 
year. .So far as the secretary of Hie 
treasury is able to form a judgment as 
to future income and compare it with 
.the expenditure for the next fiscal 
year ending June 80, 1011, including 
the payments ou account of the Pim- 
ama canal aud the public debt, there 
will be.no deficit in the year ending 
.June 30, 1011, but a small surplus of 
5712,000. - 


In the present estimates the needs of 


tho departments and of the govern- 
ment have been cut to the quick, so to 
speak, and any assumption on the part 
of congress, so often made in times 
past, that the estimates have been pre- 
pared wjlh the expectation that they 
may be reduced will result in seriously 
hampering proper administration. 


The secretary of the treasury points 


out, what should be carefully noted iu 
respect to this reduction . in. govern- 
mental expenses for the next fiscal 
year, that the economics are of tvvo 
kinds—first, there is a saving in the 
permanent administration of tho de- 
partments, bureaus and oflices of the 
government, and, second, there is a 
present reduction iu expenses by a 
postponement of projects 
aud im- 


provements that ultimately will have 
to be carried out, but which are now 
delayed with the hope that: additional 
revenue in the future will permit their 
execution without producing a deficit. 


1 am aware that there Is n strong 


feeling in both houses of congress aud 
possibly in the country against'the 
establishment of civil pensions ami 
that this has naturally grown out of 
the heavy burden of military pensions 
which it has always been the policy 
of our government to assume, but 1 am 
strongly convinced that no other prac- 
tical solution of the diOicultics pre- 
sented by the superannuation ot civil 
servants can be found than that of a 
system of civil pensions. 


Increase In Expenditures. 


The business and expenditures of the 


government have expanded enormous 
ly since the Spanish war, but as the 
revenues have increased in nearly the 
same proportion as the expenditures 
until recently the nltciitioii of the pub- 
lic and of those responsible for tlie 
government has not been fastened 
upon the question of reducing tho cost 
of administration. We cannot, iu view 
or the advancing prices of'living, hope 
to save money by a_reduetiou in the 
standard of salaries paid, 
indeed, if 


any change is made in Unit regard an 
increase rather than a decrease will be 
necessary, and the only means of econ- 
omy will be iu reducing the number o£ 
employees and in obtaining a greater 
average of eflicleney from thoseVre- 
tained in the service. 


Close investigation and study needed 


to make definite recommendations in 
this regard will consume at least two 
years. I note with much satisfaction 
the organization in the senate of a 
committee 
on 
public expenditures, 


charged with the duty of conducting 
such an investigation, and I lender to 
that committee all the assistance which 
tlie executive branch of the govern- 
ment can possibly render. 


Frauds In the Collections of Customs. 
I regret to refer (o the fact o£ the 


discovery of extensive frauds in the 
collection of tho customs revenue at 
New York city, in which a number of 
the subordinate employees in the weigh- 
ing and other departments were direct- 
ly concerned and in which the benefi- 
ciaries were the American Sugar He- 
fining company and others. Tlio frauds 
consisted in the payment of duty on 
underweights of sugar. 
The govern- 


ment has recovered from the American 
•Sugar • Itctlning company all, that it Is 
shown to have been defrauded of. The 
turn was received ir. full of (he amount 
due which might have been recovered 
by civil action against the beneficiary 
of fbe fraud, but there was an express 
reservation in tho -contract of settle- 
ment by which the settlement should 
not interfere with or prevent 
the 


criminal prosecution of every one who 
was found to be subject to the same. 


Criminal prosecutions are now pro- 


ceeding against a number of: the gov- 
ernment oliicor.-;. 
Tho treasury de- 


partment and tho department of jus- 
lice arc exerting every efl'orl: to dis- 
cover nil I he wrongdoers; Including the 
oliiccrs and employees of the compa- 
nies who may have been privy to the 
fraud. 
H would seem to me that, an 


investigation of the frauds by con- 
gress nt present, ponding the probing 
by the treasury department aud Iho 
dcpartmeiit of Justice, an proposed, 
might by giving immmiily 'and other- 
wise prove ai. embarrassment in se- 
curing conviction of the guilty parlies.

Two features of (he now tariff net 


call for special reference. 
By virtue 


countries of tho products and mer- 
chandise of the United States, and 1C 
tho executive finds such laws uud prac- 
tices not to be unduly discriminatory 
against the United States the mini- 
mum duties provided in the bill are to 
go into force. 
Unless the president 


makes such a finding, then the maxi- 
mum duties provided in the bill-that 
Is, an increase of 25 per cent ad va- 
lorem over the minimum duties—are to 
be in force. Fear lias been expressed 
that this, power, conferred and duty 
imposed on Ihe executive are likely to 
lead to a tariff war. I beg to express 
the hope and belief that no such result 
need be anticipated. 


The discretion granted to the execu- 


tive by the terms "unduly discrimina- 
tory" is wide. In order that the maxi- 
mum duty shall be charged against the 
imports from a country It is necessary 
that be shall find on the part of that 
country not only discriminations iu 
its laws or the practice under them 
against the trade of-the United States, 
.but that tho discriminations 
found 


shall be undue—that is, without good 
and fair reason. 
I conceive that this 


power was reposed in the president 
with the hope that the maximum du- 
ties might never be applied in any- 
case, but that the power to apply them 
would enable the president and the 
state 
department' 
through 
friendly 


negotiation to secure the elimination 
from the laws nnd tho practice undci 
them of any foreign country of that 
which is unduly discriminatory. 
No 


one is seeking a tariff, war or a con- 
dition in which the spirit of retaliation 
shall be aroused. 


. Uses of the New Tariff Board. 
The new tariff law enables mo to ap- 


point a tariff board to assist me in con- 
nection with the deportment of state in 
the administration of the minimum and 
maximum clause of the act and also to 
assist oflieers of tlie government in the 
administration of tlie entire law. An 
examination of the law aud an under- 
standing of the nature.of the facts 
wblcii should be considered in dis- 
charging the functions imposed upon 
(be executive show that I have the 
power to direct the tariff board 
fo 


make' a comprehensive glossary and 
encyclopedia of Ihe terms used and ar- 
ticles embraced in Hie tariff law and to 
secure information as to the cost of 
production of such goods in this coun- 
try and Hie cost of their production iu 
foreign countries. 
I have therefore 


appointed n faril't' board consisting of 
three members aud have directed them 
to perform all the duties above de- 
scribed. This work will perhaps take 
two or three years, and I ask from 
congress a continuing annual appro- 
priation equal fo that already made 
for this prosecution. 1 believe that the 
work of this board will bo of prime 
utility and Importance whenever con- 
gress shall deem It. wise ngain to read- 
just the customs duties. 
If the facts 


secured by the tariff board are of such 


show such aptitude and skill aud char- 
acter for high command as to Justify 
their remaining in the active service 
to he promoted. 
Provision' should be 


niaflj} by which they may be retired on 
a certain proportion of their pay, In- 
creasing with their length of service 
at the time of retirement. There Is 
now a personnel law for the navy 
which itself needs amendment and to 
which I shall make further reference. 
Such a law is needed quite as much 
for the army. 


Coast Defenses. 


The coast defenses of the United 


States proper are generally all that 
could be desired, and in some respects 
they are rather more elaborate than 
under present conditions arc needed 
to stop an enemy's fleet from entering 
the harbors defended. 
There is, how- 


ever, one place where additional de- 
fense is badly needed, and that is at 
Ihe mouth of Chesapeake bay. ix-bire 
it is proposed to make an artificial is- 
land for a fort which shall prevent an 
enemy's Meet from" entering this most 
important strategical base of opera- 
lions on the whole Atlantic and gulf 
coasts. I hope that appropriate legis- 
lation will be adopted to secure the 
construction of this defense. 


The military aud naval joint board 


have unanimously agreed (hat it would 
be unwise to make the large expendi- 
tures which at one time were contem- 
plated in the establishment of a naval 
base nnd station in the Philippine Is- 
lamls Mud have expressed their judg- 
ment, iu which I fully concur, in fa- 
vor of making an extensive naval base 
at Pearl Harbor, near Honolulu, and 
not in the Philippines.

It appc-nvt, that the average distance 


over 'which newspapers are delivered 
to their customers Is 201 miles, while 
tho average haul of magazines is 
.1,040 nnd of miscellaneous periodicals 
3,128 miles. 
Thus- the average haul 


of the magazine is three and one-half 
times and that of thu miscellaneous 
periodical nearly four times the haul 
of the daily newspaper, yet all of 
them pay the same postage rate of 1 
cent a pound. The statistics of 1007 
show that second class mail matter 
constituled G3.01 per 
cent of the 


weight of all the mail and yielded 
only u.10 per cent of the revenue. 


Tlie figures givea are startling and 


show the payment by the government 
of an enormous subsidy to the news- 
papers, magazines and periodicals, and 
congress may well consider whether 
radical steps should not be taken to 
reduce the deficit iu the postoflice de- 
partment caused by this discrepancy 
between the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and Ihe compensation exacted 
therefor. 


A great saving might be made, 


amounting to much more than half of 
the loss, by imposing upon magazines 
and periodicals a higher rate of post- 
age. 
They are much heavier than 


newspapers and contain a much high- 
er proportion of advertising to reading 
matter, and the average distance of 
their transportation is three and a 
half times as great. 
v 


The total deficit for the Inst fiscal 


year in the 
postoflice 
department 


amounted lo ?17,300,OCO. The branches 
of ils business which it did at a loss 
were the second class mail service, in 
which the loss, as already said, was 
.?G3,000,000, and the free rural delivery, 
in which Ihe loss was .$28,000,000. 
Those losses were in part offset by the 
profits of letter poslage nud other 
sources of income. 
It would seem 


wiso to reduce the loss upon second 
class mall matter, nt least to the ex- 
tent of preventing a deficit in the total 
operations of the postoflice. 


I commend the whole subject to con- 


gress, uot unmindful pf Ihe spread of 
intelligence which a low charge for 
carrying newspaper-: and periodicals 
assists. 
I very much doubt, however, 


the wisdom of a policy which consti- 
tutes so 'large a subsidy and requires 
additional taxation to meet it, 


Postal Savings Banks. 


The second subject; worthy of men- 


tion iu the postoflice department -is 
the real necessity and entire practica- 
bility of. establishing postal savings 
banks. 
The successful parly at the 


last election declared in favor of postal 
savings banks, and, although the prop- 
osition limls opponents In many parts 
of: the country, 1 am convinced that 
tto peoplo desire such banks and am 
sure that \vheii ihe banks are fur- 
nished they will be productive of the 
utmost good. Tbo postal savings banks 
are uot constituted for thej purpose of 
creating competition with other banks. 
Thu rate of interest iH'on deposits lo 
which they would Le limited would be 
so small as 10 prevent their drawing 
dt-posits away from other banks. 


I believe them to be necessary in or- 


der to oll'er a proper inducement to 
thrift and saving to a great many peo- 
ple of small means who do not now 
have banking facilities and to whom 
such a system would offer an oppor- 
tunity for thu accumulation, of capital. 
They will furnish a satisfactory sub- 
stitute, based on sound principle and 
actual successful trial iu nearly all 
the countries of Ihe world, for Ihe sys- 
tem of government guaranty of de- 
posits now being adopted in several 
western states .which, with deference 
to those who advocate it, seems to mo 
to have in it tlie sends of demoraliza- 
tion to conservative bunking and cer- 
tain financial disaster. 


The question of how (he money de- 


posited in postal savings banks shall 
be invested Is not free from difficulty, 
but 1 beiievc that a satisfactory pro- 
vision for this purpose was inserted as 
in amendment to the bill considered 
by (lie senate at its last session. 
It 


las been proposed lo delay the consid- 
eration of legislation establishing a 
postal savings bank until after the re- 
port of the nionelnry commission. This 
report is likely to bo delayed, and prop- 
erly so, because of the necessity for 
careful deliberation and close inves- 
tigation. 
1 do not see why Ihe one 


should be tied up with the other. It is 
understood that tho monetary com- 
mission have looked Into the systems 
of banking which now prevail abroad 
and have found that by a control (here > 
exercised in respect lo reserves and 
the rates of exchange by some central | 
authority panics are avoided.

request that the executive be author- 
ized to appoint a preliminary commis- 
sion of not more than seven persons 
lo consider carefully whether or not 
It is wise 10 hold such an exposition, 
and if so to outline a plan for the 
enterprise. I further recommend that 
such preliminary commission serve 
without salary, except as to their ac- 
tual expenses, and that an appropria- 
tion be made to meet such expenses. 


Conclusion. 


I have thus, in a message compressed 


as much as tho subjects will permit, 
referred to many of the legislative 
needs of the country, with tho excep- 
tions already noted. 
Speaking gener- 


ally, tho country is iu a high state of 
prosperity. 
There is every reason to 


bc'ieve that we are, on the eve pf a 
substantial business expansion, and we 
have just game-red a harvest 
unex- 


ampled in the market value of our 
a; rieiilturui products. The high prices 
which such products bring mean great, 
t -osperiiy for the farming community; 
but, on ihe other hand, they mean a 
\\ry considerably increased 
burden 


n'u on those classes in the community 
whose yearly compensation does noc 
expand wi'ii tho improvement Iu Imsi- 
n,ss ami (he ger.cral prosperity. Vari- 
ous reasons are given for the high 
prices. The proportionate increase iu

iiishes a su'istantial explanation of at 
least part of the increase in prices. 
The increase, in population and the 
irore expensive Inode of living of the. 
people, which 'nave not been accom-

I her reason. It is well to note lliatlhe 
increase in tlie cost of living is not 
confined T.O lliis country, but prevails 
the world over, and thai those who 
would charge increases In prices lo the

If we judge the city of iJoweli by this criterion we shall see that the 


present has been one of the worst we have had for many years in regard 
to the increase in the value of real estate. This increase indicates the 
amount of new property added to the assessment list and in a general way 
represents the activity of building operations throughout the city. In this 
light it may be well to show the increase in the 
valuation 
of the city

THE PRESIDENT'S 
MESSAGE. 


The message of President Taft read to the congress today is character- 


ized by a tameness and rapidity contrasting strikingly with the messages of 


ex-President Roosevelt. 


We do not, however, undertake to condemn President Taft's message 


on that score. Yet we surmise that unless through mere curiosity the sen- 


ators and representatives kept awake during the reading of the document, 


there WHS much to induce sleep in the absence of anything characterized by 


spirit or intensify. 


Perlmps the most important feature of the document is that in which 


President Taft undertakes (o deal with the question of injunctions, lie 


quoles a passage from the platform of what he calls "the successful party 


in the last election," the passage referring to (he needlcssness of issuing 


injunctions without nolice except where irreparable injury might result 


from delay. To curry out this party pledge President Taft proposes the 


enactment, of n hiw providing that no injunction ho issued without previous 


notice and n rensonablc opportunity to he heard on behalf of the parties 


lo he enjoined; unless it shall appear to the satisfaction of the court that 


the delay would result in irrnpiirnble injury to the complainant. 
Where, 


therefore, mi injunction issues without notice it is provided that it shall be 


of no effect after seven days from the issuance (hereof or within less time 


if the court so provides. 
That modification of the injunction evils com- 


plained of may gratify some people while it will do no harm to anybody. 
It is simply a proposition to pass a law providing for the very thing which 


the courts have been in the habit of doing for many years past. The cases 


are very few where injunctions have been issued without notice, and where 


they were so issued it w.-is on the ground that irreparable delay would result. 


There are other provisions in the message made to carry out recom- 


mendations of the republican platform such, for example, as that in favor 


of postal savings hunks, another for a ship subsidy bill, one for a bureau 


of public health and several others.

tinned upon the normal basis of amity 
and good understanding and are very 
generally satisfactory. 


Europe, 


Pursuant. to the provisions of the 


general treaty of arbitration concluded 
between the United States and Grea 
Britain, April 4, 1908, a special agree 
ment was entered into between the 
two countries on Jan. 27, 3900, for the 
submission of questions relating to the 
fisheries on the north Atlantic coast to 
a tribunal to be formed from members 
of the permanent court of arbitration 
at The Hague. 


In 'accordance with the provisions 


of the special agreement the printed 
case. of. each government was, on Oct. 
4 last, submitted to the other and to 
the arbitral tribunal at The Hague, and 
the counter .case of the United States 
is now in course of preparation. 


The American rights under the fish- 


eries article of the treaty of ISIS have 
been a cause o. difference between the 
United States and Great Britain for 
nearly seventy years. 
The interests 


• involved are of great imporlunco to 
the American fishing industry, and the 
final settlement of the controversy will 
remove a source of constant irritation 
and complaint. This is the first case 
involving 
such great 
international 


questions which has been submitted to 
tte permanent court of arbitration at 
The Hague. 
' 


The treaty between the United Slates 


and Great Britain concerning the Ca- 
nadian international boundary, con- 
cluded April 11, 1008, authorizes th 
appointment of two commissioners ti 
define and mark accurately the inter 
national boundary line between tin 
United Stales find the Dominion o. 
Canada in the waters of the Passama 
quoddy bay and provides for the ex 


tion of neutral prizes and continuous 
voyages. 


The declaration of London is an emi 


neutly satisfactory codification of thi 
International maritime law, and it Is 
hoped that Its reasonableness and fair 
ness will secure its general adoption 
as well as remove one of the difficul 
ties standing in the way of the estab 
lishment of an 
international prize 


court. 


Under the authority given in the 


sundry civil appropriation act, ap- 
proved March 4, 1000, the United 
States was represented at the inter- 
national conference on maritime law 
at Brussels. 
The conference met on 


the 28th of September last and result- 
ed in the signature ad referendum of 
a convention for the unification of cer- 
:ain regulations with regard to uiarl- 
:lme assistance and salvage and a con- 
vention for the unification of certain 
tiles with regard to collisions at sea. 
Two new projects of conventions 


which have not heretofore been con- 
sidered in a diplomatic conference— 
namely, one concerning the limitation 
or the responsibility of shipowners 
nd the other concerning marine mort- 
gages and privileges—have been sub- 
niHed by the conference to the dif- 
erent governments. 
The conference adjourned to meet 
gain on April 11, 1010. 
The international conference for the 
iiirpose of promoting uniform legisla- 


change of briefs within the period of 
six months. The briefs wore duly pre 
sented within the prescribed period, 
but as the commissioners failed to 
agree wilhin six months after (he ex- 
change of the printed statements, as 
required by the treaty, it has now be- 
come necessary to resort to the arbi- 
tration provided for in the article. 


The international fisheries commis- 


sion appointed pursuant (o and under 
the authority of the convention of 
April 11, 1008, between the United 
States and Great Britain has com- 
pleted a system of uniform and com- 
mon international regulations for the 
protection and preservation of the food 
fishes in international boundary wa- 
ters of the United States and Canada. 


The regulations will be duly submit- 


fed to congress with a view to the 
enactment of such legislation ns will 
be .necessary under the convention to 
put them into operation. 


The .convention providing for the set- 


tlement of international differences be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
including the apportionment between 
the two countries of certain of the 
boundary waters and the appointment 
of commissioners to adjust certain 
other questions, signed on the llth day 
of January, 1300, and to the ratifica- 
tion of Tvhich the senate gave its ad- 
vice and consent on March 3, 1000, has 
not yet been ratiSed on the part of 
Great Britain. 


Commissioners have been appointed 


on the part of the United States to act 
jointly with commissioners on the part 
of Canada in examining into the ques- 
tion of obstructions !n the St. John 
river between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick aurl to make recommendations 
for the regulation of the uses thereof 
and are now engaged In this work.

The cordial invitation of Belgium to

The second peace conference recent- 


ly held at The Hague adopted a cou- 
v en tion for the establishment of an in- 
ternational prize court upon the joint 
proposal of delegations of the United 
States, France, Germany and Great 
Britain. 
The law to be observed by 


the tribunal in the decision of prize 
fuses was, however, left In an uncer- 
tain nnd therefore unsatisfactory state. 
Article 7 of the convention provided 
that the court was to lie governed by 
the provisions of treaties existing be- 
tween the belligerents, but that "in 
the absence of such provisions the 
court shall apply the rules of .inter- 
national law. 
If no generally recog- 


nized rule exists the court shall give 
judgment In accordance with the gen- 
eral principles of justice and equity." 
As, however, many questions in inter- 
national maritime law are understood 
differently and therefore Interpreted 
differently In various countries, It was 
deemed advisable not to Intrust legis- 
lative powers to the proposed court, 
but to determine- the rules of law prop 
erly applicable in a conference of the 
representative maritime nations.

German Patents. 


A convention between the United 


States and Germany, under which the 
nonworklng provisions of the German 
patent law are made inapplicable to 
the patents of American citizens, was 
concluded on Feb. 23, 1003, nnd is now 
in force. Negotiations for similar con- 
ventions looking to the placing of 
American Inventors on the same foot- 
ing as nationals have recently been 
initiated with other European govern- 
ments whose laws require the local 
working of foreign patents. 


Under an appropriation made' at the 


last session of tin; congress a commis- 
sion was sent on American cruisers 
to Monrovia to investigate the interests 
of the United Stales and its citizens in 
Liberia. Upon Us arrival at Monrovia 
the commission was enthusiastically 
received and during Its stay in Li- 
beria was everywhere met witli the 
heartiest, expressions of good will for 
thi! American government and people, 
and the hope was repeatedly expressed 
on all sides thai this government 
might see Its way clear to do some- 
thing to relievo the critical position of 


States niay be culled upon for adyt 
or assistance. 1'ursuaut to this prov 
slou. and In the spirit of the mprul r 
latlonsuip of (he United States 
Liberia that republic last year askc 
this government to lend assistance 
the solution of certain of their nation 
problems, and hence the commlsslo 
was sent. 


The report of our commissioners ha 


just been completed and Is now unde 
examination by the department o 
state.

The Norwegian government, by

This invitation was conveyed unde 


the reservation that the question o 
altering the status of the islands a 
countries belonging to no particula 
state and as equally open to the citl 
zeus and subjects of all states should 
not be raised. 


The European powers invited to thif 


conference by the government of Nor 
,vay were Belgium, Denmark, France 
Germany, Great Britain, Kussia, Swe 
den and the Netherlands. 


The department, of state, in view of 
iroofs filed with it in 1006, showing 
ho American possession, occupatloi 
ind working of curtain coal bearing 
ands in Spitzbergen, accepted the in- 
•Jtatlon under the reservation above 
la ted and under (he further reserva- 
ion that all interests in those islands 
already vested 
should be protected 


and that there should be equality of 
opportunity for the future. 
It was 


further pointed out that membership 
in Ihe conference on tho part of the 
United States was qualified by the 
consideration that thi.s government 
would not become a signatory to any 
conventional arrangement concluded 
by the European members of the con- 
ference which would imply contribu- 
tory participation by the United Stales 
in any obligation or responsibility for 
Ihe enforcement of any scheme of ad- 
ministration which might bo devised 
by the conference for the islands.

foreign countrleSj.aiid American prod 
ucts are more aud iijore generally seek- 
ing foreign markets. 
As a conse- 


quence In all countries there are 
American citizens and 'American 
tcrests to be protected on occasion by 
their government. These movements 
of men, of capital and of commodities 
bring peoples and governments closer 
together and so forin bonds of peace 
andi mutual dependency, as they must 
also naturally sometimes make passing 
points of friction. 
The resultant sit- 


uation inevitably imposes upon this 
government vastly increased responsi- 
bilities. This administration, through 
the department of state and the for- 
eign service, is lending all proper sup- 
port to legitimate and beneficial Amer- 
ican enterprises in foreign countries, 
the degree of such support being meas- 
ured by the national advantages to be 
expected. A citizen himself cannot by 
contract or otherwise divest himself 
of the right, nor can this government 
escape the obligation, of his proteclion 
in his personal and property rights 
when.these are unjustly infringed In 
a foreign country. To avoid ceaseless 


exation it is proper that in considering 


whether American enterprise sLould 
ie encouraged or supported in a par- 
:icular country the government should 
give full weight not only to the ua- 
ional as opposed to the individual 
benefits to accrue, but also to the fact 
vhether or not the government of the 
country in question is in its admiuis- 
rallon and in Us diplomacy fallhful lo 
he principles of moderation, equity 
ind justice upon which alone depends 
international credit in diplomacy as 
veil as in finance. 
The pan-American 
lovernment has long been fixed in its 
irinciples and 
remains 
unchanged. 


Vith the changed clreumslaaces of the 
United States and of the republics to 
lie south of us, most of which have 
reat natural resources, slable govern-

Claim Against Chile, 


Many years ago diplomatic Interv'en; 


tion became' necessary to the protec- 
tion, of the Interests In the American 
claim of: Alsop & Co.. against the 
government of Chile. 
The govern- 


ment of Chile had frequently admitted 
obligation In the case aud had prom- 
ised this government to settle it There 
had been, two abortive attempts to do 
so through arbitral commissions which 
failed through lack of jurisdiction. 
Now, 
happily, as the, result of the re- 


cent diplomatic negotiations, the gov- 
ernments of.the United Stales and of 
Chile, actualed by the sincere desire 
to free from any strain both cordial 
and friendly relations upon which both 
set such store, have agreed by a proto- 
col to submit the controversy to defini- 
tive settlement by his Britannic majes-- 
ty Edward VII. 


Since the Washington conventions of 


1907 were communicated to the gov- 
ernment of the United States as a con- 
sulting and advising party this gov- 
ernment has been-almost continuously 
called upon by one or another and in 
turn by all of the five Central Amer- 
ican republics to exert itself for the 
maiuteuance.of the conventions.. Near- 
ly every complaint has been against 
the Zelaya government of Nicaragua, 
which has. kept Central America in 
constant tension or turmoil. The" re- 
spouses made to the rcpreseutalioiis 
of Central American republics as due 
from the United States on account of 
its relation to the Washington conven- 
tions have been at all times couserva- 


polioy of (his tive and have avoided, so far as possi- 


ble, any semblance of interference, al- 
though it is very apparent that the 
considerations of geographic proximity 
to the canal zone and of the very sub- 
stanlial American interests in Central 
America give to the United States a 
special position in the zone of these 
republics and the Caribbean sea. 


I need not rehearse here the patient 


efforts of this government to promote 
peace and welfare among these re- 
publics, efforts which are fully .-appre- 
ciated by the majority of Ihem who 
are loyal lo their true interests. 
It 


would be no.less unnecessary to re- 
hearse here the sad tale of unspeaka- 
ble barbarities and oppression alleged 
to have been committed by the Zelaya 
government. Recently two Americans 
were put to death by order of Presi- 
dent Zelaya himself. They were offi- 
cers In the organized forces of a rev- 
olution which had .continued many 
weeks and was in control -of about 
half of the republic, and as such, ac- 
cording to tho modern enlightened 
practice of civilized nations, they wore 
entitled to be dealt with as prisoners 
of war. 


At the date when this message is 


printed this government has termi- 
nated diplomatic relations with the 
Zelaya government for reasons made 
public in a communication to the for- 
mer Nicaraguan charge d'affaires and 
Is Intending to take such future steps 
as may bo found most consistent with 
its dignity, its duly to American in- 
leresls and its moral obligallons lo 
Central America and to civilization. I

Bureau of American Republics. 


The iuleruational bureau of Amer 


lean republics has carried on an impor 
tant and increasing work during th 
last year. In the exercise of its pocul 
iar functions as an international agon 
cy, maintained 
by all the American 


republics for the development of pan 
American commerce and friendship, i 


accomplished a great practica 


good which could be done in tho same 
ivay by no Individual department or bu 
reau of one government and is there 
fore deserving of your liberal support 
The fact that it is about to enter a new 
building, erected through tho munifi- 
cence of an American philanthropist 
and the contributions of all the Arner- 
ean nations, where both ils efficiency 
of administration and expense of main- 
tenance will naturally be much aug- 
mented, further entitles it lo Bpociul 
consideration. 


The Far East. 


In the far east this government pre 


serves unchanged Us policy of supporl- 
ng the principle of equality of oppor- 
.uuity and scrupulous respect for the 
ntegrity of the Chinese empire, to 
vhicli policy are pledged the interested 
rowers of both oast and west. 
By tho treaty of 1003 China has un- 


lertaken the abolition of likin. with 
nodernte and proportionate raising of 
lie customs tariff along with currency 
efortu. These reforms being of maui- 
est: advantage to foreign commerce as 
veil as to the iiiterosls of China, this 
government is endeavoring to facili- 
ato these measures and the needful 
cqulescence of tho treaty powers. 
Vhen it appeared that Chinese likin 
revenues were to be hypothecated to 
foreign bankers in connection with a 
great railway project it was obvious 
that the governments whose nationals 
hold this loan would have a certain 
direct interest in (he question of (he 
carrying out by China of the reforms 
in question. 
Because this railroad 


loan represented u practical nud real 
application of tho open door policy 
through co-operation with China by 
Interested powers, as well as because 
of Its relations to tho reforms referred 
to above, the administration doomed 
American participation to be of groat 
national Interest. 
Happily, when It 


was as a mutter of broad policy ur- 
gent thai this opportunity should not 
bo lost, tho Indispensable Instrumental-

concerned have not allowed their com 
merclal interests to interfere with 
helpful co-operation in this reform 
Collateral investigations of the opiu: 
question In. this country lead me t 
recommend that the manufacture, sal 
and use of opium and its derivatives i 
the United States should be so far a 
possible more vigorously controlled b 
legislation. 


In one of the Chinese-Japanese con 


veutlous of Sept. 4 of this year ther 
was a provision which caused consid 
erable public apprehension In tha 
upon its face It was believed In som 
quarters to seek to establish a monop 
oly of mining privileges along th 
South Manchurian and Autung-JIuk 
den railroads and • thus to exclud 
Americans from a wide field of enter 
prise, to take part in which they wor 
by treaty with China entitled.

a thorough examination of the couven 
tlons and of the several contextua 
documents the secretary of state roach 
od the conclusion that no such monop 
oly was intended or accomplished 
However, iu view of the widespread 
discussion of this question, lo confirm 
Ibe view it bad reached Ihis govern 
ment made inquiry of the imperia 
Chinese and Japanese- governments 
and received from oaob olliclal assur 
ance that the provision had no purposi 
inconsistenl wilh Ihe policy of equalily 
of opportunity to which the sigua 
lories, in common with the Unltec 
States, are pledged. 


Relations With Japan. 


Our traditional relations with the 


Japanese empire continue cordial, as 
usual. As the representative of Japan 
his imperial highness Prince Kuni 
visiled Iho Hudsou-Fullon celebration 
The recent visit of a delegation of 
irorniuent business men as guests of 
he chambers of commerce of the Pa- 
cific slope, whose representatives had 
been so agreeably received In Japan,

will doubtless contribute to the grow- 
ing trade across Ihe Pacific as well as 
lo that mutual understanding which 
leads to mutual appreciation. The ar- 
rangement of 1008 for a co-operative 
control of the coming of laborers to 
the United States has proved to work 
satisfactorily. The matter of a revi- 
sion of the existing treaty between the 
United States aud Japan which is ter- 
minable in 1012 is already receiving 
the study of both countries. 


Tho department of state is consider- 


ing' the revision in whole or in part of 
the existing treaty with Siarn, which 
was concluded tu 1S5B and is now, in 
respect to many of its provisions, out 
of date. 


The Department of Slate, 


I earnestly recommend to the favor- 


able acliou of the congress the esti- 
mates submitled by Ihe department of 
state and most especially the legisla- 
tion suggested in the secretary of 
state's letter of this date whereby It 
will be possible to develop and make 
permanent the reorganization of the 
department upon modern lines in a 
manner to make it a thoroughly ef- 
ficient Instrument in the furtherance 
of our foreign trade and of American 
interests abroad. 
The plan to have 


divisions of Latin American and far 
eastern affairs and to Institute a cer- 
tain specialization in business with 
Europe and Ihe near cast will at once 
commend itself. 
These politico-geo- 


iraphlcnl divisions and the detail from 
.ho diplomatic or consular service to 
the department of a number of men 
ivho bring to tho study of complicated 
problems In different parts of the world 
tract leal know-lodge recently gained on 
the spot clearly Is of the greatest ad- 
vantage to the secretary of state In 
'oreseeing conditions likely to arise 
ind in conducting the great, variety of 
correspondence and negotiation. 
It 


should be remembered that such facll- 
tlcs exist in the foreign offices of all 
he leading commercial nations and 
hat to deny thorn to the secretary of 
:lalo would be lo place this govern- 
ment at a groat disadvantage In tho 
•Ivtilry of commercial competillon. 


Improved Consular Service, 


The consular service has boon great- 


V Improved under the law of April B, 
!K)0, and Iho executive order of Juno 
;T, 1000, nnd I commend lo your con- 
Idoratlon (he question of embodying 
,i a statute tho principles of tho pros- 
nl executive order upon which tho 
Illclency of our consular service is 
wholly dependent. 
In modern limes political and com- 
lerolal Interests are interrelated, and 
ii tho negotiation of commercial trea- 
ties, conventions nnd tariff agreements, 
thn keeping open of opportunities anil 
the proper support of American enter- 
prises our diplomatic service Is qultu 


the business Interests of the country 
Impressed with tills Idea and 090 
ilnced thai selection after rigoroui ex- 
amination promotion for merit solely 
and .the experience only to be .gafojed 
through the continuity of an organized 
service are Indispensable to a high de-. 
gree of efficiency In the diplomatic 
service, i have signed an executive or- 
der as the first step toward this very 
desirable result. Jts effect!should, be 
to place all secretaries in the diplo- 
matic service in much the same posi- 
tion as consular officers are now placed 
and to tend to the promotion of the 
most efficient to the grade of minister, 
generally leaving for outside jappolnt- 
mpnt such posts of the grade of am- 
bassador or minister as It may be ex- 
pedient to fill from without the serv- 
ice. It Is proposed also to continue 
the practice Instituted last summer of 
giving to all newly appointed secre- 
taries at least,one month's thorough 
training In the department'of state be- 
fore they proceed to their posts.' This 
has been done for some time In regard 
to the consular service with excellent 
results. 
. 
. 


Under a-provlslon of the act of Aug. 


5,.1009," I have appointed three officials 
to assist the officers of the government 
in collecting Information necessary tb 
a wise administration of the tariff act 
of Aug. 5, 1009. As to questions of 
customs administration they are co- 
operating with the officials of 'the 
treasury department and as to matters 
of the needs and the exigencies of our 
manufacturers and exporters with the 
department of commerce and labor-in 
its relation to the domestic. aspect of 
the subject of foreign commerce. 
In 


the study of foreign tariff treatment 
they will assist the bureau of trade 
relations of the department of state. 
It is hoped thus to co-ordinate and 
bring to bear upon this most Important 
subject all the agencies of the govern- 
ment which can contribute anything to 
its efficient handling. 


As a consequence of section 2 of the 


tariff act of Aug. 5, 1909, it becomes 
the duty of the secretary of state to 
conduct as diplomatic business all the 
negotialions necessary to place him in 
a posiliou to advise me as to whether 
or not a particular country unduly dis- 
criminates against the United States 
in the sense of the statute referred to. 
The great scope and complexity of this 
work, as well as the obligation to lend 
all proper aid to our expanding com- 
merce, arc met by the expansion of the 
bureau of trade relations as set forth 
n the estimates for the department of 
state. 


Other Departments. 


I have thus In some detail described 


the Important transactions of the state 
department since the beginning of this 
administration for tho reason that 
there is no provision either by statute 
or euslom for a formal report by the 
secretary of slate to the president or 
:o congress, and a presidential message 
s the 'only means by which the con- 
dition of our foreign 
relations Is 


irought to the attention of congress 
and the public. 


In dealing with the affairs of the 
ither departments, the heads of which 
.11 submit annual reports, I shall touch 
inly thoso matters1 that seem to me to 
all for special mention on my part 
vithout minimizing in any way the 
ecommendations made by them for 
eglslation affecting their 
respective 


cpartments, In all of which I wish to 
xpress my general concurrence. 
Government Expenditures and Reve- 


nues. 


Perhaps the most important ques- 
on presented to this administration 
s that of economy in expenditures and 
ufficioucy of revenue. 
The deficit of 


je last 'fiscal year and the certain 
eficit of the current year prompted 
ongress to throw a greater responsi- 
Ilily on the executive and the secre- 
ary of the treasury than had hereto- / 
ore been declared by statute. 
This 


eclaration imposes upon the secretary 
f the treasury the duty of assembling • 
11 the estimates of the executive de- 
artments, bureaus and offices of this 
xpenditures necessary In the ensuing 
seal year and of making an estimate 
f the revenues of the government for 
le same period, and if a probable def- 
it Is thus shown It Is made the duty 
f tho president to recommend the 


method by which such deficit can be 


ict. 


Estimated Deficit $73,075,600. 


The report of the secretary shows 
lat the ordinary expenditures for the 
urrent fiscal year ending Juno 30, 
310, will exceed the estimated re- 
elpts by ?34,075,620. If to this deficit 
re added the sum to be disbursed for 
10 Panama canal, amounting to ?38,- 
Xt.OOO, and ?1,000,000 to be paid on 
IB public debt, the deficit of ordinary 
celpts and expenditures will be In- 
eased to a total deficit of $73,075,6^0. 
his deficit the secretary proposes to 


meet by the proceeds of bonds Issued 
to pay the cost of constructing the 
Panama canal. 
I approve this pro- 


posal. 


The policy of paying for the con- 


struction of the Panama canal not 
out of current revenue, but by bond 
Issue, was adopted In tho Spooner act 
of 1902, and there seems to be no good 
reason for departing from tho princi- 
ple by which a part at least of the 
burden of tho cost of the canal shall 
fall upon our posterity, who are to 
enjoy It, nnd there Is all the more rea- 
son for this view because tho actual 
cost to date of the canal, which is now 
half done and which will bo completed 
Jan. 1, 1015, shows that the cost of 
engineering and construction will bu 
$207,700,000 Instead of $139,705,200, as 
originally estimated. 
In addition to 


engineering and construction, tho oth- 
er expenses, Including sanitation and 
government and tho amount paid for 
(ho proportion, the franchise nnd tho 
privilege of building tho canal, In- 
eronso tho cost, by $TM3!>.ono to n 
total of ?;i75,2().l,0()(). The Increase lu 
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the cost of engineering and construe* 
,tlbn: Is duo to a substantial enlarge- 
ment' of the plan of. construction • by 
widening'the canal 100.feet In the Cu 
lebralcut and"by Increasing, the di 
mensiqns Of the locks, to the under 
estimate of the quantity of the work 
to be done under the original plan ahc 
to an •underestimate of the cost of la 
bor and materials, both of which have 
greatly enhanced in price since the 
original estimate wns. made! 


In order to ayofd a deficit for the 


ehsulng fiscal year I directed the 
beads of departments in the prepara- 
tion of their estimates to make them 
as low as possible consistent with 1m. 
perative governmental necessity. The 
result has been, as I am advised by 
the secretary of the treasury, that the 
estimates of the expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending 
TTune 30, 1911—that is, for the next 
fiscal year—are less by 
$55,663,000 


than the total of appropriations for 
the current fiscal year and less by 
$94,000,000 than the estimates for that 
year. So far as the secretary of the 
treasury is able to form a judgment as 
to future income and compare it with 
the expenditure for the next fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1911, 
Including 


the payments on account of the Pan- 
ama canal and the public debt, there 
will be no deficit in the year ending 
June 30, 1911, but a small Surplus of 
$712,000. 


In the present estimates the needs of 


the departments and of the govern- 
ment have been cut to the quick, so to 
speak, and any assumption on the part 
of congress, BO often made in times 
past, that the estimates have been pre- 
pared with the expectation that they 
may be reduced will result in seriously 
hampering proper administration. 


The secretary of the treasury points 


out, what should be carefully noted in 
respect to this reduction in govern- 


•• mental expenses for the next fiscal 


year, that' the economies are of two 
kinds—first, therej is a saving in the 
permanent administration of the de- 
partments, bureaus and offices of the 
government, and, second, there is a 
present reduction In expenses by a 
postponement of projects and 
im- 


provements that ultimately will have 
to be carried out, but which are now 
delayed with the hope that additional 
revenue In the future will permit their 
execution without producing a deficit. 


I am aware that there is a strong 


fading in both houses of congress and 
possibly in the country against the 
establishment of civil pensions ant 
that this bus naturally grown out of 
the heavy burden of military pensions 
which it has always been the policy 
of our government to assume, but I am 
strongly convinced that no other prac- 
tical solution of the difficulties pre- 
sented by the superannuation of civi 
servants can be found than that of a 
system of civil pensions. 


-Increase In Expenditures. 


The business and expenditures of the 


government have expanded enormous 
ly since the Spanish war, but as .the 
revenues have Increased in nearly the 
same propi-rtiou as the expenditures 
until recently the attention o£ the pub- 
lic and of those responsible for the 
government hns not been fastened 
upon the question of reducing the cost 
of administration. We cannot, in view 
of the advancing prices of living, hope 
to save Money by a reduction In the 
standard of salaries paid. Indeed, if 
any change is made In that regard an 
increase rather than a decrease will be 
necessary, and the only means of econ- 
omy will be in reducing the number of 
employees and in obtaining a greater 
average of efficiency from those re- 
tained in the service. 


Close investigation and study needed 


to make definite recommendations In 
this regard will consume at least two 
years. 
I note with much satisfaction 


the orgauizatiou in the senate of a 
committee on 
public 
expenditures, 


charged with the duty of conducting 
such an investigation, and I tender to 
that committee all the assistance which 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment can possibly render. 


Frauds In the Collections of Customs. 


I regret to refer to the fact of the 


discovery of extensive frauds iu the 
collection of the customs revenue at 
New York city, in which a number of 
the subordinate employees in the weigh- 
ing and other departments were direct- 
ly concerned and in which the benefi- 
ciaries were the American Sugar Ke- 
fining company and others. The frauds 
consisted in the payment of duty on 
underweights of sugar. The govern- 
ment has recovered from the American 
Sugar Refining company all that it is 
shown to have been defrauded of. The 
mm was received in full of Ihe amount 
due which might have been recovered 
by civil action against the beneficiary 
of the fraud, but there was an express 
reservation in the contract of settle- 
ment by which the settlement should 
not interfere with or prevent the 
criminal prosecution of every one who 
was found to be subject to the same. 


Criminal prosecutions are now pro- 


ceeding against a number of the gov- 
ernment officers. 
The treasury de- 


partment and the department of jus- 
tice are exerting every effort to dis- 
cover all the wrongdoers, Including tho 
officers and employees of the compa- 
nies who may have been privy to tho 
fraud. It would seem to me that an 
investigation of the frauds by con- 
gress at present, pending the probing 
by the treasury deportment and the 
department of justice, as proposed, 
might by giving Immunity and other- 
wise prove nu embarrassment In so- 
curing conviction of tho guilty parties. 


Maximum 
and Minimum 


Tariff Aot. 


Clause 
In 


Two fcatiu'cs of tho now tariff act 


call for special reference. 
By virtue 


of tho clause known as tho "maximum 
and minimum" clanso It Is tho duty of 
tho exccutlvo to consider the laws nnd 
practices oC other countries will) ref- 
erence to tho Importation Into thosu 


countries of the products and mer 
Chaudise of the United States, and if 
the executive finds such laws and prac- 
tices not to be unduly discriminatory 
against the United' States vthe mini 
inum duties provided in the bill are to 
go into force. 
Unless the president 


makes such a finding, then the maxi- 
mum duties provided In the bill—that 
Is, an increase of 25 per cent nd va- 
lorem over the minimum duties—are to 
be In force. Fear has been expressed 
that this power conferred and duty 
Imposed on the executive are likely to 
lead to a tariff war. I beg to express 
the hope and belief that no such result 
need be anticipated. 


The discretion granted to the execu- 


tive by the terms "unduly discrlmina 
tory" is wide. In order that the maxi- 
mum duty shall be charged against the 
imports from a country it is necessary 
that he shall find on the part of that 
country not only discriminations in 
its laws or the practice under them 
against the trade of the United States, 
but that the discriminations 
found 


shall be undue—that Is,, without good 
and fair reason. I conceive that this 
power was reposed in the president 
with the hope that the maximum du- 
ties might never be applied in any 
case, but that the power to apply them 
would enable the president and the 
state 
department 
through 
friendly 


negotiation to secure the elimination 
from the laws and the practice under 
them of any foreign country of that 
which is unduly discriminatory. No 
one is seeking a tariff war or a con- 
dition in which the spirit of retaliation 
shall be aroused. 


Uses of the New Tariff Board. 


The new tai'iff law enables me to ap- 


joint a tariff board to assist me in con- 
nection with the department of state in 
;he administration of the minimum and 
maximum clause of the act and also to 
assist officers of the government in the 
administration of the entire law. 
An 


examination of the law and an under-, 
standing of the nature of the facts 
which should be considered in dis- 
charging the functions imposed upon 
.he executive show that I have the 
power to direct the tariff board to 
make a comprehensive glossary and 
encyclopedia of, the terms used and ar- 
icles embraced in the tariff law and to 
secure information us to the cost of 
n'oductlou of such goods In this coun- 
try and tho cost of their production In 
foreign countries. 
I have therefore 


appointed a tariff board consisting of 
three members and have directed them 
to perform all the duties above de- 
scribed. This work will perhaps take 
two or three years, and I ask from 
congress a continuing annual appro- 
priation equal to that already made 
for this prosecution. I believe that the 
work of this board will be of prime 
utility and importance whenever con- 
gress shall deem it wise again to read- 
just the customs duties. 
If the facts 


secured by the tariff board are of such 
.a character as to show generally that 
the rates of duties imposed by the pres- 
ent tariff law are excessive under the 
principles of protection as described in 
the platform of the successful party at 
tho last election I shall not hesitate to 
invite the attention of congress to this 
fact and to the necessity for action 
predicated thereon. Nothing, however, 
halts business and Interferes with the 
course of prosperity so much as the 
threatened revision of the tariff, and 
until the facts are at hand, after care- 
ful and deliberate investigation, upon 
which such revision can properly be 
undertaken, It seems to me unwise to 
attempt it 
The amount of misinfor- 


mation that creeps into arguments pro 
and con 'in respect to tariff rates is 
such as to require the kind of iuvesti- 
galion that I have directed the tariff 
board to make, an investigation under- 
taken by it wholly without respect to 
the effect which the facts may have in 
culling for u readjustment of the rates 
of duty. 


War Department. 


Ill the interests of immediate econ- 


omy and because of the prospect of a 
deficit I have required a reduction in 
the estimates of the war department 
for the coming fiscal year which 
brings the total estimates down to an 
amount forty-five, millions less than 
the corresponding estimates for last 
year. This could be accomplished only 
by cutting off new projects and sus- 
pending for tlii period of one year all 
progress in military matters. For the 
same reason I have directed that the 
army shall not be recruited up to its 
present authorized strength. 
These 


measures can hardly be more than 
temporary—to last until our revenues 
are iu better condition and until the 
whole question of the expediency of 
adopting a definite military policy can 
be submitted to congress—for I am 
sure that the interests of the military 
establishment are seriously in need of 
careful consideration by congress. The 
laws regulating the organization of our 
armed forces in the event of war need 
LO be revised iu order that tue organi- 
zation can be modified so us to produce 
a force which would be more consist- 
ently apportioned throughout its nu- 
merous branches. To explain tho cir- 
cumstances upon which this opinion is 
based would necessitate a lengthy dis- 
cussion, and I postpone It until the 
first convenient opportunity shall arise 
to send to congress a special message 
upon this subject. 


The secretary of war calls attention 


:o a number of needed changes In the 
irmy, In all of which I concur, but (he 
point upon which I placoi most cm- 
iliusls is the new! for an elimination 
)111 providing a method by which tho 
ucrlts of officers shall have some of- 
:ect upon their advancement and by 
which the advancement of nil muy be 
accelerated by (ho effective elimination 
of a definite proportion qf tho least cf- 
Iclent. There aro in every army nnd 
certainly In ours a number of officers 
vho do not vlolalc tliclr duty In nny 
inch wny ns to give reason for a court 
nnrllnl or dismissal, but who do not 


show such aptitude and skill and char- 
acter for high command as to justify 
their remaining In the active service 
to be promoted. Provision should be 
made by which they may be retired on 
a certain proportion of their pay, In- 
creasing with their length of service 
at the time of retirement. There is 
now a personnel law for the navy 
which Itself needs amendment and to 
which I shall make further reference. 
Such a law is needed quite as much 
for the army. 


Coast Defenses. 


The coast defenses of the United 


States proper are generally all that 
could be desired, and in some respects 
they are rather more elaborate than 
under present conditions are needed 
to stop an enemy's fleet from entering 
the harbors defended. There is, how- 
ever, one place where additional de- 
fense is. badly needed, and that is at 
Ihe mouth of Chesapeake bay, where 
it is proposed to make an artificial Is- 
land for a fort which shall prevent an 
enemy's fleet from entering this most 
Important strategical base of opera- 
tions on the whole Atlantic and gulf 
coasts. 1 hope that appropriate legis- 
lation will be adopted to secure the 
construction of this defense. 


The military and naval joint board 


have unanimously agreed that It would 
be unwise to make the large expendi- 
tures which at one time were contem- 
plated In the establishment of a naval 
base and station hi the Philippine Is- 
lands and have expressed their judg- 
ment, iu which I fully concur, iu fa- 
vor of making an extensive naval base 
at Pearl Harbor, near Honolulu, and 
not.In the Philippines. This does not 
dispense with the necessity for the 
comparatively small appropriations re- 
quired to finish the proper coast .de- 
fenses in the Philippines now under 
construction on the island of Corregi- 
flor and elsewhere or to complete a 
suitable repair station and coaling sup- 
ply station at Olongapo, where is the 
Joating dock Dewey. 
I hope that 


:his recommendation of the joint board 
will end the discussion as to the com- 
parative merits of Manila bay and 
Olougapo as naval stations and will 
cad to prompt measures for the proper 
equipment and defense of Pearl Har- 
bor. 


The Navy. 


The return of the battleship fleet 


from its voyage arouud the world in 
more eftident condition than when It 
started was a noteworthy event of In- 
terest alike to our citizens and the 
naval authorities of the world. 
Be- 


sides the beneficial and farreachiug 
'effect on our personal and diplomatic 
relations in the countries which the 
fleet visited, the marked success of the 
ships In steaming around the world in 
all weathers on schedule time has In- 
creased respect for our navy and has 
added to our national prestige. 


Our enlisted personnel recruited from 


all sections of the country is young 
and energetic and representative of 
tho national spirit. It is, moreover, 
owing to its intelligence, capable of 
quick training into the modern inun- 
of-war's men. Our officers are earnest 
and zealous In their profession, but it 
is a regrettable fact that the higher 
officers are old for the respouslbilties 
of the modern navy, and the admirals 
do not arrive nt flag rank young 
enough to obtain adequate training in 
their duties as flag officers. This need 
for reform in the navy has been ably 
and earnestly presented to congress by 
my predecessor, and I also urgently 
recommend the subject for considera- 
tion. 


Early in the coming session a com- 


prehensive plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the officers of all corps off the 
navy will be presented to congress, 
and I hope it will meet with action 
suited to its urgency. 


Owing 'to the necessity for economy 


in expenditures, I have directed the 
curtailment of recommendations for 
naval appropriations so that they are 
thirty-eight millions less than the cor- 
responding estimates of last year, dud 
the request for new naval construction 
is limited to two first class battleships 
and one repair vessel. 


The generosity of congress has pro- 


vided, in the present naval observatory 
the most magnificent and expensive as- 
tronomical establishment iu the world. 
It is being used for certain naval pur- 
poses which might easily and adequate- 
ly be subserved by a small division 
connected with the navy department 
at only a fraction of the cost of the 
present naval observatory. 
The of- 


ficial board of visitors established by 
congress and appointed in 1001 ex- 
pressed Its conclusion that the official 
hend of the observatory should be an 
eminent astronomer appointed by the 
president by and with the Advice and 
consent of tho senate, holding his 
place by a tenure at least as perma- 
nent as that of the superintendent of 
the coast survey or the head of tbe 
geological survey and not merely by 
a detail of two or three years' dura- 
tion. I fully concur iu this judgment 
and urge a provision by law for the 
appointment of such a director. 
Department of Justice—Expedition In 


Legal Procedure. 


Tho deplorable delnys in the admin- 


istration of civil and criminal law have 
received tho attention of committees of 
the American Bar association and of 
many state bar associations, as well as 
tho considered thought of judges and 
jurists. In my judgment, a change in 
judicial procedure, with a view to re- 
ducing its expense to private litigants 
in civil cases and facilitating tho dis- 
patch of business and final decision In 
both civil and criminal cases, consti- 
tutes tho greatest need in our Ameri- 
can Institutions. 
I do not doubt for 


ODO moment that much of tho lawless 
violence and cruelty cxhlbliart In lynch- 
Ings arc directly due to tho uncertain- 
ties and Injustice growing out of tho 
delays In trials, judgments and tho 
executions thereof by our courts. Of 
course Ihcso remarks apply quite ns 


well "tO'the administration of justice In 
state courts as to that in federa 
courts, and without making Invidious 
distinction it Is perhaps not too much 
to oay that, speaking generally, the de- 
fects are less in the federal courts 
than In the state courts. But they are 
very great In the federal courts. The 
expedition wltb. which business is dis- 
posed of both'on the civil and tbe 
criminal side of English courts under 
modern rules of procedure makes the 
delays In our courts seem archaic and 
barbarous. The procedure In the fed- 
eral courts should furnish an example 
for the state courts. 


I presume it is impossible without 


an amendment to the constitution to 
unite under one form of action tho 
proceedings at common law and pro 
ceedings in equity in the federal 
courts, but it is certainly not impos- 
sible by a statute to simplify and make 
short and direct the procedure both at 
law and in equity !n those courts. It 
is not Impossible to cut down still 
more than it is cut down the jurisdic- 
tion of the supreme court so as to con- 
fine it almost wholly to statutory and 
constitutional questions. 
Under the 


present. statutes the equity and ad 
miralty procedure in the federal courts 
is under the control of the supreme 
court, but in the pressure of business 
to which the court is subjected it is 
impossible to hope that a radical and 
proper reform of the federal equity 
procedure can \ja brought about. 
I 


therefore recommend legislation pro- 
viding for thp appointment by the 
president of a commission with author 
ity to examine the law and equity 
procedure of the federal courts of first 
instance, the law of appeals from 
t::ose courts to the courts of appeals 
and to the supreme court and tho costs 
imposed in such procedure upon the 
private litigants and upon the public 
tr-jasury and make recommendation 
with a view to simplifying and ex< 
pediting the procedure as far as pos- 
sible and making it as Inexpensive as 
may be to the litigant i:f little means. 


The platform of the successful party 


in the last election contained the foi 
lowing: 


"The Republican party will uphold 


at all times the authority and integrity 
of the courts, state and federal, and 
will ever insist that their powers to 
enforce their process and to protect 
life, liberty and property shall be pre- 
served inviolate. We believe, however, 
that the rules of • procedure in 
the 


federal courts with respect to the is- 
suance of the writ of injunction should 
be more accurately defined by statute 
nnd that no injunction or temporary 
restraining order should be issued 
without notice, except where irrepara- 
ble injury would result from delay, in 
which case a speedy hearing there- 
after should be granted." 


1 recommend that in compliance with 


the promise thus made appropriate leg' 
islation he ndopJRd. ThH p.Tidg nf jns- 
tice will best be met and the chief 
cause of complaint against ill consid- 
ered injunctions without notice will be 
removed by the enactment of a statute 
forbidding hereafter the issuing of any 
injunction or restraining order, wheth- 
er temporary or permanent, by nny 
federal court without previous notice 
and a reasonable opportunity to be 
heard on behalf of the parties to be 
enjoined unless it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of tbe court that the delay 
necessary to give such notice and hear- 
ing would result in irreparable Injury 
to the complainant and unless also the 
court shall from the evidence make a 
written finding, which shall be spread 
upon the court minutes, that imme- 
diate and Irreparable injury is likely 
to ensue'to the complainant and shall 
define the injury, state why it Is Ir- 
reparable and shall also indorse on the 
order issued the date and the hour 
of the issuance of the order. 
More- 


over, every such injunction (.or re- 
straining order .issued without previ- 
ous notice and opportunity by the de- 
fendant to be heard should by force 
of the statute expire and be of no ef- 
fect .after seven days from the issu- 
ance thereof or within nny time less 
than that period which the court may 
fix unless within such seven days or 
such less period the injunction or 
order is extended or renewed after 
previous notice and opportunity to be 
heard. 


My Judgment is that tho passage of 


such an act, which really embodies 
the best practices in equity and is very 
like the rule now iu force in some 
CoTifls," w'lirprevent: the Issuing ot ill 
advised orders of injunction without 
notice and will render such orders 
when Issued much less objectionable 
by the short time in which they may 
remain effective. 
Anti-trust and 
Interstate Commerce 
Laws. 


The jurisdiction of the general gov- 


ernment over interstate commerce hns 
led to the passage of the so called 
Sherman anti-trust law" and the "in- 
terstate 
commerce 
law" 
and 
Its 


amendments. The developments in the 
operation of those laws as shown by 
Indictments, trials, judicial decision 
and other sources of information, call 
for a discussion and somo suggestions 
as to amendments. Those I prefer to 
embody in a special message Instead 
of including them in tho present com- 
munication, and I shall avail myself 
of the first convenient opportunity to 
bring these subjects to the attention of 
congress. 
Postoffice Department — Second Class 


Mail Matter. 


The deficit every year In the post- 


office department Is largely caused by 
the low rate of postage of 1 cent a 
pound charged on second class mall 
matter, which Includes not only news- 
papers, but magazines and miscella- 
neous periodicals, 
Tho actual Ions 


growing out of tho transmission of this 
second class mull matter at 1 cent a 
pound amount« to about $03,000,000 .1 
year, Tho average cost of tho trans- 
portation of this matter Is more than 
t) cents n pound. 


It appears that the average distance 


over which newspapers are delivered 
to their customers is 291 miles, while 
tho average haul of magazines is 
1,049 and of miscellaneous periodicals 
1,128 miles. Thus the average haul 
of tho magazine is three and one-half 
times and that of the miscellaneous 
periodical nearly four times the haul 
of the dally newspaper, yet all of 
them p^y the same postage rate of 1 
cent a pound. Tbe statistics of 1907 
show that second class mall matter 
constituted 68.91 per cent of the 
weight of nil the mail nnd yielded 
only 5.19 per cent of the revenue. 


The figures given aro startling and 


show the payment by the government 
of an enormous subsidy to the news 
papers, magazines and periodicals, and 
congress may well consider whether 
radical steps should not be taken to 
reduce the deficit in the postoffice de- 
partment caused by this discrepancy 
between the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and the compensation exacted 
therefor. 


A great saving might be made, 


amounting to much, more than half of 
tho loss, by Imposing upon magazines 
and periodicals a higher rate of post- 
age. 
They' are much heavier than 


newspapers and contain a much high- 
er proportion of advertising to reading 
matter, and the average distance of 
their transportation is three and n 
half times as great 


The-total deficit for. the last fiscal 


year In the 
postoffice department 


amounted to $17,500,000. The branches 
of Its business which it did at a loss 
were the second class mail service, In 
which the loss, as already said, was 
$63,000,000, and the free rural delivery, 
in which the loss was $28,000,000. 
These losses were in part offset by the 
profits ' of letter postage and other 
sources of income. 
It would seem 


wise to reduce the loss upon second 
class mail matter, at least to the ex- 
tent of preventing a deficit in the total 
operations of the postoflice. 


I commend the whole subject to con 


gress, not unmindful of tbe spread of 
intelligence which a low charge for 
carrying newspaper.-; and periodicals 
assists. 1 very much doubt, however, 
the wisdom of a policy which consti- 
tutes so large a subsidy and requires 
additional taxation to meet it. 


Postal Savings Banks. 


The second subject worthy of men- 


tion in the postoffice department is 
tho real necessity and entire practica- 
bility of establishing postal savings 
banks. 
The successful party at the 


last election declared In favor of postal 
savings banks, aud, although the prop- 
osition finds opponents Iu many parts 
of the country, I. am convinced that 
the-people desire such banks and am 
sure that v/hou the banks are fur- 
nished they will be productive of the 
utmost good. The postal savings banks 
are not constituted for tho purpose of 
creating competition with other banks. 
The rate of interest cpon deposits to 
which they woula be limited would be 
so small as 10 prevent their drawing 
deposits away from other banks. 


I believe them to be necessary in or- 


der to olfer a proper inducement to 
thrift and saving to a great many peo- 
ple of small means who do not now 
have banking facilities and to whom 
such a system would offer an oppor- 
tunity for the accumulation of capital. 
They will furnish a satisfactory sub- 
stitute, based on sound principle and 
actual successful trial in nearly all 
the countries of the world, for the sys- 
tem of government guaranty of de- 
posits now being adopted in several 
western states which, with deference 
to those who advocate it, seems to me 
to have in it the seeds of demoraliza- 
tion to conservative banking and cer- 
tain financial disaster. 


The question of how the money de- 


posited in postal savings banks shall 
bo Invested is not free from difficulty, 
but I believe that a satisfactory pro- 
vision for this purpose was Inserted as 
an amendment to the bill considered 
by the senate at its last session. It 
has been proposed to delay the consid- 
eration of legislation establishing a 
postal savings bank until after the re- 
port of the monetary commission. This 
report Is likely to be delayed, and prop- 
erly so, because of the necessity for 
careful deliberation and close inves- 
tigation. 
I do not sec why the one 


should be tied up with the other. It is 
understood that the monetary com- 
mission have looked into the systems 
of banking which now prevail abroad 
and have found that by a control there 
exercised in respect to reserves and 
the rates of exchange by somo central 
authority panics are avoided. It is 
not apparent that n system of postal 
savings banks would iu any way inter- 
fere with a change to such a system 
here. Certainly in most of the coun- 
tries In Europe, where control Is thus 
exercised by a central authority, postal 
savings 
banks exist and are not 


thought to be inconsistent with a prop- 
er financial and banking system. 


Ship Subsidy. . 


Following the course of my distin- 


guished predecessor, I earnestly rec- 
ommend to congress the consideration 
and passage o'f n ship subsidy bill look- 
Ing to tho establishment of lines be- 
tween our Atlantic seaboard nnd tho 
eastern coast of South America as 
well as lines from the west coast of 
tho United States to South America, 
China, Japan and the Philippines. Tho 
profits on foreign malls uro perhaps a 
sufficient measure of the expenditures 
which might first be tentatively ap- 
plied to this method of Inducing Amer- 
ican capital to undertake (ho establish- 
ment ot American lines of steamships 
In those directions in which we now 
foci It most Important that wo should 
have menus of transportation con- 
trolled In tho Interest of tho expansion 
ot our trndo. A bill of this character 
hns onco passed tho houso artd nuiro 
than once passed the KOIMIO. and I 
hope that at this session n bill framed 


6n tne same lines and with the same 
purposes may become a law. 
Interior Department—New Mexico and 


Arizona. 


The successful party In the last elec- 


tion In Its national platform declared 
In favor of tbe admission as separate 
states of New Mexico and Arizona, 
and I recommend that legislation ap- 
propriate to this end be adopted. 
I 


urge, however, that care be exercised 
in tho preparation of the legislation af- 
fecting each territory to secure delib- 
eration In the selection of persons as 
members of the convention to draft a 
constitution for the incoming state, 
aud I earnestly advise that such con 
stltutlon after adoption by the conven 
tlon shall be submitted to the people ot 
the territory for their approval at an 
election In which the sole Issue shall 
be the merits of the proposed consti- 
tution, nnd if the constitution Is de- 
feated by popular vote means shall be 
provided In the enabling act for a new 
convention and the drafting of a new 
constitution. I think it vital that the 
issue as to the merits of the constitu- 
tion should not be mixed up with the 
selection of state officers and that no 
election of state officers should be had 
until after the constitution has been 
fully approved and finally settled upon. 


Alaska. 


With respect to the territory of Alas 


lea, I recommend legislation which 
shall provide for the appointment by 
tbo president of a governor and also 
of an executive council, the members 
of which shall during their term of 
office reside to the territory and which 
shall have legislative powers sufficient 
to enable It to give to the territory lo- 
cal laws adapted to its present growth. 
I strongly deprecate legislation looking 
to the election of a territorial legisla- 
ture in that vast; district The lack of 
permanence of residence of a large 
part of the present population and the 
small number of the people who either 
permanently or temporarily reside in 
the district as compared with its vast 
expanse and the variety of tbe inter- 
ests that have to be subserved make It 
altogether unfitting, in iny judgment, 
to provide for a popular election of a 
legislative body. The present system 
is not adequate and does not furnish 
the character of local control that 
ought to be there. The only compro- 
mise It seems to me which may give 
needed local legislation and secure a 
conservative government is tho one I 
propose. 


Conservation of Natural Resources. 
In several departments there is pre- 


sented the necessity for legislation 
looking to tho further conservation of 
our national resources, and the sub- 
ject Is one of such importance as to 
require a more detailed aud extended 
discussion than can bo entered upon 
In this communication. For that rea- 
son I shall take an early opportunity 
to send a special message to congress 
on the subject of tho Improvement of 
our waterways, upon the reclamation 
and irrigation of arid, setniarid and 
swamp lauds, upon tho preservation 
of our forests and the reforesting of 
suitable nrcns, upon tho reclasslflca- 
tion of the public domain with n view 
of separating from agricultural settle- 
ment mineral, coal and phosphate 
lands and sites belonging to the gov- 
ernment bordering on streams suitable 
for the utilization of water power. 


Department of Agriculture. 


I commend to your careful considera- 


tion tho report of tho secretary of 
riculture ns showing the immense 
sphere of usefulness which that de- 
partment now fills nnd the wonderful 
addition to the wealth of the nation 
made by the farmers of this country 
In tho crops of the current year. 


Department of Commerce and Labor. 


The Lighthouse Board. 


The lighthouse board now discharges 


its duties under the department of 
commerce nnd labor. For upward of 
forty years this board lias been con- 
stituted of military aud naval officers 
nnd two or three men of science, with 
such nn absence of a duly constituted 
executive head that It Is marvelous 
what work has been accomplished. In 
the period of construction the energy 
and enthusiasm of all tho members 
prevented tho Inherent defects of the 
system from Interfering greatly with 
the beneficial work of the board, but 
now that the wprk Is chiefly confined 
to maintenance nnd repair, for which 
purpose the country is divided into 
sixteen districts, to which are assigned 
an engineer officer of the army and an 
Inspector of the navy, each with n 
lighthouse tender and the needed plant 
for his work, It hns become apparent 
by the frequent friction that arises, 
due to the absence of any central in- 
dependent authority, that there must 
lie n complete reorganization of the 
bonrd. 
I concede the advantage of 


keeping iu the system tho rigidity of 
discipline that tho presence of naval 
ind military officers in charge insures, 
but unless the presence of such of- 
ficers in the board can bo made con- 
sistent with n responsible executive 
licnd that shall have proper authority 
I recommend the transfer of control 
over the lighthouses to a suitable civil- 
ian bureau. This is In accordance with 
tho judgment of competent persons 
who are familiar with tbo workings ot 
tho present system. 
I nm confident 


that a reorganization can be effected 
which shall avoid tho recurrence of 
friction between members, Instances of 
which have been officially brought to 
my attention, nud that by such reor- 
ganization greater clllcicncy and n 
substantial reduction In tho expense 
of operation can bo brought about. 


Consolidation of Bureaus, 


I request congressional authority to 


enable the secretary ot commerce nnd 
labor to ut:lto tho bureaus ot manu- 
factures ami statistics. This was rec- 
ommended by a competent committee 
appointed In thn previous administra- 
tion for tho purpose of suggesting 


cnanges 1" the Interest of economy 
and efficiency and. is requested by .tils' 
secretary. 
, 


The White Slave Trade; 


I greatly regret to havo to say that: 


tho Investigation-, made In the bureau 
of Immigration aud other sources, of 
information lead to the view that: 
there Is urgent necessity for addition^ 
al legislation and greater executive 
activity to sm press the recruiting. of: 
the ranks of prostitutes from the", 
streams of immigration Into this'coun- 
try—an evil which, for want of a bet- 
ter name, bai; been called "the.white', 
slave trade." I believe it to be con- 
stitutional to forbid under penalty the 
transportation of persons for purposes 
of prostitution across national and 
state lines, and by appropriating a.' 
fund of .$50,000 to be used by the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor for the 
employment of special inspectors'it 
will be possible to bring those re- 
sponsible for this trade to indictment 
and conviction under a federal law. 


Bureau of Health. 


For a very considerable period a 


movement has been gathering strength; 
especially among the members of the 
medical profession, in favor of a con- 
centration of the instruments of the 
national government which have to do 
with the promotion of public health. 


The work of the United States civil, 


service commission has been perform- 
ed to the general satisfaction of the. 
executive officers with whom the com- 
mission has been brought into official 
communication. 
The volume of that 


work nnd its variety and extent have 
under new laws, such as the census 
act aud new executive orders, greatly 
increased. 
The activities of the com- 


mission required by the statutes have 
reached to every portion of the public 
domain. 


The accommodations of the commis- 


sion are most inadequate for Its needs.' 
I call your attention to its request for 
increase in those accommodations, as 
will appear from the annual report for 
this year. 


Political Contributions. 


I urgently recommend to congress 


that a law be passed requiring that 
candidates in elections of members of 
the houso of representatives and com- 
mittees in charge of their candidacy 
and campaign file In a proper office of 
tho United States government a state- 
ment of the contributions received and. 
of the expenditures incurred in the 
campaign for such elections and that 
similar legislation be enacted in re- 
spect to all other elections which are. 
constitutionally within the control ot 
congress. 


Semicentennial of Negro Freedom. 
The year 1013 will mark the fiftieth 


anniversary of tbo issuance of the 
emancipation proclamation granting 
freedom to the negroes. It seems fit- 
ting that this event should be proper- 
ly celebrated. 
Already a movement 


has been started by prominent ne- 
groes, encournged by prominent white 
people and the press. The south espe- 
cially is manifesting Its interest in this 
movement. 


It is suggested that a proper form 


of celebration would be nn exposi- 
tion to show the progress the negroes 
have made, not only during their pe- 
riod of freedom, but also from the 
time of their coming to this country. 


I heartily indorse this proposal and - 


request that the executive be author- 
ized to appoint a preliminary commis- 
sion of not more than seven persons 
to consider carefully whether or not 
it Is wise to hold such an exposition, 
and If so to outline a plan for the 
enterprise. I further recommend that 
such preliminary commission serva 
without salary, except as to their ac- 
tual expenses, nnd that an appropria- 
tiou be made to meet such expenses. 


Conclusion. 


I have thus, in a message compressed 


as much as the subjects will permit, 
referred to many of tho legislative 
needs of the country, with the excep- 
tions' already noted. Speaking gener- 
ally, the country is In a high state of 
prosperity. There Is every reason to 
believe that we are on the eve of a 
substantial business expansion, and we 
havo just garnered a harvest unex- 
ampled in the market value of our 
agricultural products. The high prices 
which such products bring mean great 
prosperity for the farming community; 
but, on the other hand, they mean a 
very considerably increased 
burden 


upon those classes in the commnnlty 
whose yearly compensation does not 
expand wl'ii the improvement iu busi- 
ness and tho general prosperity. Vari- 
ous reasons are given for the high 
prices. Tbe proportionate increase in 
the output of gold, which today is the 
chief medium of exchange and Is In 
some respects a measure of value, fur- 
nishes n substantial explanation of at 
least part of the Increase iu prices. 
The Increase in population aud the 
irore expensive mode of living of the 
people, which have not been accom- 
Mnled by a proportionate Increase Iu 
acreage production, may furnish a fur- 
ther reason. It Is well to note that the 
Increase In the cost of living Is not 
confined to Ihls country, but prevails 
tho world over, and that those who 
would charge Increases In prices to the 
existing protective tariff must meet 
the fact that the rise In prices has 
taken plnco almost wholly In those 
products of the factory and farm Iu 
respect to which there has been cither 
no Increase in the tariff or In ninny 
Instances n very considerable reduc- 
tion.

Alexandra was 
wrecked 
at 


Cockburn harbor, Turks island, in tho 
height of the recent hurricane. Caught 
on a lee shore two big cables pan'ed 
like strings and when an effort was 
made to claw off the nearby reef with 
snugly reefed sails the canvas was torn 
to tatters. 


The vessel was then swept onto a 


reef 500 yards from shore where tha 
huge combers and the jagged 
coral 


made quick work of the schooner. 


any of the crew could reach shore alive 
through the terrific breakers when the 
schooner broke up, but Bonenfant, wiry 
and .of tremendous endurance, tied a 
-rope about his waist and with reckless 
abandoned dived overboard.

The increase or decrease in (he value of the real estate of any city 


from year, to year must he taken as a fair criterion of its progress and 
prosperity or the reverse. 


If we judge the city of Lowell by this 'criterion -we shall see thnt the 


present has been one of the worst we have had for many years in regard 
to the increase in the value of real estate.

THE 
PRESIDENT'S 
MESSAGE. 


The message of President Taft read to the congress today is character- 


ized by a lameness and rapidity contrasting strikingly with the messages of 


ex-President Roosevelt. 


We do not, however, undertake to condemn President Taft's message 


on that score. Yet we surmise that unless through mere curiosity the sen- 


ators and representatives kept awake during the reading of the document, 


(here was much to induce sleep in the absence of anything characterized by 


spirit or intensity. 


Perhaps the most important feature of the document is that in which 


President Taft undertakes to deal with the question of injunctions. 
He 


quotes a passage from the platform of what be calls "the successful party 


in the last election," the passage referring to the needlessness of issuing 


injunctions without notice except where irreparable injury might result 


from delay. To carry out this' party pledge President Taft proposes the 


enactment of a law providing that no injunction be issued without previous 


notice and a reasonable opportunity to be heard on behalf of the parties 


to lie enjoined; unless it shall appear to the satisfaction of the court that 


the delay would result in irreparable injury to the complainant. 
Where, 


therefore, an injunction issues without notice it is provided that it shall be 
/ 


of no effect after seven days from the issuance thereof or within less time 


if the court so provides. 
That modification of the injunction evils com- 


plained of may gratify some people while it will do no harm to anybody. 


]t is simply a proposition to pass n law providing for the very thing which 


ihe courts have been in tho habit of doing for many years past. The oases 


are very few where injunctions have been issued without notice, and where 


ihcy were so issued it was on the ground that irreparable delay would result. 


There are other provisions in the message made to carry out recom- 


mendations of the republican platform such, for example, as that in favor 


of postal savings banks, another for a ship subsidy bill, one for a bureau 


of public health and several others. 


The president touches in a perfunctory way upon the application of 


(lie Monroe Doctrine in the South American states, and he undertakes to 


say that neither this doctrine nor any other American policy should he per- 


mitted to operate for the perpetuation of irresponsible government, the 


escape of just obligations or the 
insidious 
allegation 
of dominating 


ambitions on the part of the United States.

To tlie Senate and the House of Rep

:Tbe relations of the United State; 


with all foreign governments have con 
tinned upon the normal basis of amity 
and good understanding and are very 
generally satisfactory. 


Europe. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the 


general treaty of arbitration concluded 
between the United States and Greal 
Britain, April 4, 190S, a special agree' 
ment-was entered Into between the 
two countries on Jan. 27, 1000, for tin. 
submission of questions relating to the 
fisheries on the north Atlantic coast to 
a tribunal to be formed from members 
of the, permanent court of arbitration 
at The Hague. 


In accordance with the provisions 


of .the special agreement the printed 
case of each government was, on Oct. 
4 last, submitted to the other and to 
the arbitral tribunal at The Hague, and 
the counter case of the United States 
is now in course of preparation. 


The American rights under the fish- 


eries article of the treaty of 1S18 have 
been a'cause o_ difference between the 
United' States and Great Britain for 
nearly seventy years. 
The. Interests 


Involved . are of great importance to 
the American fishing industry, and the 
final settlement of the controversy will 
remove a source of constant irritation 
and complaint. This is the first case 
involving 
such great 
international 


questions which has been submitted to 
tte permanent court of arbitration at 
The Hague. 


The treaty between the United States 


and Great Britain concerning the Ca- 
nadian international boundary, con- j 
eluded April 11, 190S, authorizes the 
appointment of two commissioners to 
define and mark accurately the inter- 
national boundary line between the 
United States and the Dominion of 
Canada in the waters of the Passama- 
quoddy bay and provides for the ex- 


tion of neutral prizes and continuous 
voyages. 


The declaration of London is an eml- 


change of briefs within the period of 
six months. The briefs were duly pre- 
sented within the prescribed period, 
but as the commissioners failed to 
agree within sis months after the ex- 
change of the printed statements, as 
required by the treaty, it has now be- 
come necessary to resort to the arbi- 
tration provided for in the article. 


The international fisheries commis- 


sion appointed pursuant to and under 
the authority of the convention of 
April 11, 1008, between the United 
States and Great Britain lias com- 
pleted a system of uniform and com- 
mon international regulations for the 
protection and preservation of the food 
fishes in International boundary wa- 
ters of the United States and Cauada. 


The regulations will be duly submit- 


ted to congress with a view to the 
enactment of such legislation 'as will 
be necessary under the convention to 
put them into operation. 


The convention providing for the set- 


tlement of international differences be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
Including the apportionment between 
the two countries of certain of the 
boundary waters and the appointment 
of commissioners to adjust certain 
other questions, signed on the llth day 
of January, 1000, and to the ratifica- 
tion of which the senate gave Its ad- 
vice and consent on March 3, 1900, has 
not yet been ratified on the part of 
Great Britain. 


Commissioners have been appointed 


on the part of the United States to act 
jointly with commissioners on the part 
of Canada in examining into the ques- 
tion of obstructions In the St. John 
river between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick and to make recommendations 
for the regulation of the uses thereof 
and are now engaged in this work. 


Protecting the Seals.

a convention for the unification of cer- 
tain regulations with regard to marl- 
time assistance and salvage and a con- 
vention for the unification of certain 
rules with regard to collisions at sea. 


Two new projects of conventions 


which have not heretofore been con- 
sidered In a diplomatic conference— 
namely, one concerning the limitation 
or the responsibility of shipowners 
and the other concerning marine mort- 
;ages and privDeges—have been sub- 
mitted by the conference to the dif- 
'ercnt governments. 
The conference adjourned to meet 


again on April 11, 1910. 


The international conference for the 


>urpose of promoting uniform legisla- 
:ion concerning letters of - exchange, 
which was called by the government 


the Netherlands to meet at The 


Hague In September, 1009, has been 
lostponed to meet at that capital in 
'line, 3010. The United States will be 
pproprlately represented In this con- 
erence under the provision therefor 
already made by congress. 


The cordial invitation of Belgium to 


be represented by a fitting display of 
American progress in the useful arts 
and inventions at the world's fair to 
be held at Brussels in 1910 remains to 
be acted upon by the congress. Mind-

The second peace conference recent- 


ly held at The Hague adopted a con- 
vention for the establishment of an in- 
ternational prize court upon the Joint 
proposal of delegations of the United 
States, France, Germany and Great 
Britain. The law to be observed by 
the tribunal in the decision oC prize 
cases was, however, left in an uncer- 
tain and therefore unsatisfactory state. 
Article 7 of the convention provided 
that the court was to be governed by 
the provisions of treaties existing be- 
tween the belligerents, but that "In 
the absence of such provisions the 
court shall apply the rules of inter- 
national law. 
If no generally recog- 


nized rule exists the court shall give 
judgment In accordance with the gen- 
eral principles of justice and equity," 
As, however, many questions in inter- 
national maritime law are understood 
differently and therefore Interpreted 
differently in various countries, It was 
deemed advisable not to Intrust legls- 
Intlve powers to the proposed court, 
font to determine tbo rules of law prop- 
erly, applicable in a conference of the 
representative maritime nations. Pur- 
suant to an invitation of Great Britain 
n confcrouco was held at London from 
Dec. 2, 1008, to Feb. 20, 1001), in which 
the 
following 
powers 
participated: 


Tho United States, Austria-Hungary, 
France, Germany, Great Urllnln, Italy, 
Japan, l.lio Netherlands, Kussln nnd 
Spain. The conference resulted In the 
declaration of London, unanimously 
agreed to nnd dinned by (lie piirllolpnt- 
liiK powers, concerning, mnoiiK othor 
mat'orn, tlio highly Important'subjects 
nf bloclcndo, contraband, tlio dnstruc- 


ful of the advantages to accrue to our 
artisans and producers in competition 
with their continental rivals, I renew 
the recommendation heretofore made 
that provision be made for acceptance 
of the iuvitation and adequate repre- 
sentation in the exposition. 


The question arising out of the Bel- 


gian annexation of the Independent 
State of the Kongo, which has so long 
and earnestly preoccupied the atten- 
tion of this government and enlisted 
the sympathy of our best citizens, is 
still open, but In a more hopeful stage. 
This government was among the fore- 
most in the great work of uplifting 
the uncivilized regions of Africa and 
urging the extension of the benefits 
of civilization, education and fruitful 
open commerce to that vast domain 
and is a party to treaty engagements 
of alf the interested powers designed 
to carry out that great duty to human- 
ity. The .way to better the original 
and adventitious conditions, so bur- 
densome to the natives and so de- 
structive to their development, has 
been pointed out, by observation and 
experience, not alone of American rep- 
resentatives, but by cumulative evi- 
dence from all quarters and by the 
investigations of Belgian agents. The

striking at many of the evils known 
to exist, are an augury of hotter 
things. 
Tlio attitude of the United 


States Is one of benevolent encourage- 
ment, coupled with a hopeful trust 
that the good work, responsibly under-

ardently desired, -will soon justify the 
wisdom that inspires them and satisfy 
the demands of humane sentiment 
throughout the world. 


German Patents. 


A convention between the United 


States and Germany, under which the 
nonworking provisions of the German 
patent law are made inapplicable to 
the patents of American citizens, was 
concluded on Feb. 23, 1909, and is now 
in force. Negotiations for similar con- 


to the placing of 


American inventors on the same foot- 
ing as nationals hnvo recently been 
Initiated with other European govern- 
ments whose laws require the local 
working of foreign patents. 


Under nu appropriation made at the 


last session of the congress a commis- 
sion was sent on American cruisers 
to Monrovia to investigate the interests 
of the United Stntes and its citizens in 
Liberia. Upon its arrival at Monrovia 
the commission was enthusiastically 
received and during its stay in Li- 
beria was everywhere met with the 
heartiest expressions of good will for 
the American government and people, 
and tlie hope was repeatedly expressed 
on all sides that this government 
might see its way clear to do •some- 
thing to.rcllovi! the critical position of 
tlie republic arising In a measure from 
external as well as Internal and finan- 
cial embarrassments. 


The Llborinn government afforded 


every facility to the commission for 
ascertaining the true state of affairs. 
Tlio commission also hail conferences 
with representative citizens, Interest- 
ed foreigners and the representatives 
of foreign governments In Monrovia. 
Visits woro made to various parts of 
the republic nml to tlii! neighboring 
British colony of Sierra Leono, where 
the coinmlMiion wns received by and 
conferred with tlie governor.

This invitation was conveyed under 


the reservation that the question of 
altering the status of the Islands as 
countries belonging to no particular 
state and as equally open to the citi- 
zens and subjects of all states should 
not be raised. 


The European powers invited to this 


conference by tlie government of Noi-- 
way were Belgium, Denmark, France, 
iermnny, Great Britain, Russia, Swe- 
den and the Netherlands. 


Tlie department, of state, to view of 


proofs filed with it in 100(3, showing 
:he American possession, occupation 
mil working, of certain coal bearing 
auds in Spitzbergeu, accepted the in- 
vitation under the reservation above 
stated and under the further rcserva- 
ion that all interests in those islands 
already vested should be protected 
and that there should be equality of 
opportunity for the future.

further pointed out Unit membership 
in the conference on the part of the 
United States was .qualified by the

Tha Near East. 


His majesty Mclimud V., 'sultan of 


Turkey, recently sent to this country 
a special embassy to announce his ac- 
cession. 
Tlie quick transition of the 


government of the Ottoman empire 
from one of retrograde tendencies to a 


foreign countries," and American prod- 
ucts'are more and more generally seek- 
ing' foreign markets. 
As a conse- 


quence' ia all countries there are 
American citizens and • American In- 
terests to be protected on occasion by 
their government ' These movements 
of men, of capital and of commodities 
bring peoples and governments closer 
together a,nd so form bonds of peace 
and mutual dependency, as they must 
also naturally sometimes make passing 
points of friction. 
The resultant sit- 


uation inevitably Imposes upon this 
government vastly Increased responsi- 
bilities. This administration, through 
the department of state and the for- 
eign service, is lending all proper sup- 
port to legitimate and beneficial Amer- 
ican enterprises in foreign countries, 
the degree of such support being meas- 
ured by the national advantages to be 
expected. A citizen himself cannot by 
contract or otherwise divest himself 
of the right, nor can this government 
escape the obligation, of his protection 
iu bis personal and property rights 
when these are unjustly infringed in 
a foreign country. To avoid ceaseless 
vexation it is proper that in considering 
whether American enterprise sLould 
be encouraged or supported In a par- 
ticular country the government should 
;ive full weight not only to the na- 
tional as opposed to the individual 
benefits to accrue, but also' to the fact 
whether or not the government of the 
country In question is in its adminis- 
iration and in its diplomacy faithful to 
the principles of moderation, equity 
and justice upon which alone depends 
international credit in diplomacy as 
well as in finance. 


The pan-American 
policy of this 


;overnmeut has long been fixed in Us 
irlnciples and remains unchanged. 
With the changed circumstances of the 
United States and 'of tlie republics to 
he south of us, most of which have 
great natural resources, stable govern- 
nent .and progressive ideals, the ap- 
prehension which gave rise to the 
ilouroe doctrine may be said to have 
nearly disappeared, and neither the 
doctrine as it exists nor any other doc- 
riue of American policy should be 
lennitted to operate for the perpetua- 
iou of irresponsible government, the 
:scape of just obligations or the insidi- 
ius allegation of dominating ambitions 
m the part of the United States. 
Beside the fundamental doctrines of 
ur pan-American policy there have 
rown up a realization of political in- 
erests, community of Institutions and 
leals and a flourishing commerce. All 
hese bonds will be greatly streugth- 
ued as time goes on and increased 
acilities, such as the great bank soon 


be established In Latin America, 
constitutional government with a par- 
upp]y the menns for bu,I(JIng t)p 


li.-.meiit and with progressive modern 
policies of reform and public improve- 
ment Is OIK; of the important phenome- 
na of our limes. 
Constitutional gov- 


ernment seems also to have made 
further advance iu Persia. 
These 


events have t :rued the eyes of the 
world upon tlie near cast, 'in that 
quarter the prestige of the United 
States has spread widely through the 
peaceful influence of American- schools, 
universities and missionaries.

Is every reason why we should obtain 
a greater share of the commerce of the 
near east since the conditions are 
more favorable now than ever before. 


Latin America. 


One of the happiest events in recent 


pan-American diplomacy was the pa- 
cific, independent settlement by the 
governments of Bolivia and Peru of 
u boundary difference between them, 
which for some weeks threatened to 
cause war and even to entrain im- 
bittcrmcnts affecting other republics 
less directly concerned. From various 
quarters, directly or indirectly con- 
cerned, the intermediation of 
the 


United Stales was sought to assist in 
a solution of the controversy. Desir- 
ing at all times to abstain (roin any 
unilue mingling iu the affairs of sister 
republics and haviug faith In the abil- 
ity of the governments of Peru and

The Argentine llepubllc will also

colossal intercontinental commerce of 
the future. 


My meeting with President Diaz and 


the greeting exchanged on both Amer- 
ican and Mexican soli served, I hope, 
to signalize tlie close and cordial -rela- 
tions which so well bind together this 
republic and the great republic Imme- 
diately to the south, between which 
there is so vast'a network of material 
interests. 


I am happy to say that all but one 


of the cases which for so long vexed 
our relations with Venezuela have 
been settled within the past few- 
mouths and that, under the enlight- 
ened regime now directing the govern- 
ment of Venezuela, provision 1ms been 
made for arbitration of the remaining 
case before The Hague tribunal. 


On July 30, 1909, the government of 


Panama agreed, after considerable ne- 
gotiation, to indemnify the relatives of 
the American officers and sailors who 
were brutally treated, one of them 
having, indeed, been killed, by the 
Panaman police this year. 


The sincere desire of the government 


of Panama to do away with a situation 
where such an accident could occur is 
manifest in the recent request in com- 
pliance with which this government 
has lent the services of an officer of 
the army to be employed by the gov- 
ernment of Panama as instructor of 
police. 


The sanitary improvements and pub- 


lic works undertaken hi Cuba prior to 
the present administration of that gov- 
ernment, in the success of which the 
United States Is interested under the 
treaty, are reported to be making good 
progress, and since tlie congress pro- 
vided for the continuance of the recip- 
rocal 
commercial 
arrangement 
be- 


tween Cuba and the United States as- 
surance has been received that no ne- 
gotiations injuriously affecting the sit- 
uation will be undertaken without con- 
sultation. 
' The collection of the customs of the 
Dominican Republic through tlie gen- 
eral receiver of customs appointed by 
the president of the United States in 
accordance with the convention of 
Feb. 8, 1907, has proceeded in an un- 
eventful and satisfactory manner. The 
customs receipts have decreased owing 
to disturbed political and economic 
conditions and to n very natural cur- 
tailment of imports in view of the an- 
ticipated revision of tho Dominican 
tariff schedule. The payments to the 
fiscal, agency fund for the service of 
the bonded debt of the republic, as 
provided by the convention, have been 
regularly and promptly made, and sat- 
isfactory progress has been miulc In 
carrying out the provisions of the con- 
vention looking toward the completion 
of the adjustment of the debt and the 
acquirement by the Dominican govern- 
ment of certain concessions and mo- 
nopolies which have been a burden to 
tlio commerce of the country. In short, 
the receivership has demonstrated Its 
ability, even under unfavorable eco- 
nomic and political conditions, to do 
tho work for which It wns Intended.

ised this government to Settle it There 
had been two abortive attempts to do 
so through arbitral commissions which 
failed through -lack of jurisdiction. 
Now, 
happily, ris the.result of the re- 


cent diplomatic negotiations, the gov- 
ernments of the United States and of 
Chile, actuated by the sincere desire 
to free from any strain both cordial 
and friendly relations upon which both 
set such store, have agreed by a proto- 
col to submit the controversy to defini- 
tive settlement by his Britannic majes- 
ty Edward VII. . 


Since the Washington conventions of 


1907 
were communicated to the gov- 


ernment of the United States as a con- 
sulting and advising party this. gov- 
ernment has been almost continuously 
called upon by one or another and In 
turn by all of the five Central Amer- 
ican republics to exert itself for the 
maintenance of the conventions. 'Near- 
ly every complaint has been -against 
the Zelaya government of Nicaragua, 
which has kept Central America in 
constant tension or turmoil. The re- 
sponses made to the representations 
of Central American republics as due 
from the United States on account of 
its relation to the Washington conven- 
tions have been at all times conserva- 
tive and have avoided, so far as possi- 
ble, any semblance of Interference, al- 
though it is very apparent that the 
considerations of geographic proximity 
to the canal zone and of the very sub- 
stantial American interests in Central 
America give to the United States a 
special position in the zone of these 
republics and the Caribbean sea. 


T need not rehearse here the patient 


efforts of this government to promote 
peace and welfare among these re- 
publics, efforts which are fully appre- 
ciated by the majority of them who 
are loyal to their true interests. 
It 


would be no less unnecessary to re- 
hearse here the sad tale of unspeaka- 
ble barbarities and oppression alleged 
to have been committed by the Zelaya 
government. Recently two Americans 
were put to death by order of Presi- 
dent Zelaya himself. They were offi- 
cers in flic organized forces of a rev- 
olution which had continued many 
weeks and was iu control of about 
half of the republic, and as such, ac- 
cording 10 the modern enlightened 
practice of civilized nations, they were 
entitled to be dealt with as prisoners 
of war. 


At- the date when this message is 


printed this government lias termi- 
nated diplomatic 
relations with - the 


Zelaya government for reasons made 
public in a communication to the for- 
mer Nicaraguau charge d'affaires and 
Is intending to take such future steps 
as may be found most consistent with 
its dignity, its duty to American in- 
terests and its moral obligations to 
Central America and to civilization. It 
may later be necessary for rne to bring 
this subject to the attention of the 
congress iu a special message. 


Bureau of American Republics. 


The. 
international bureau of Amer- 


ican republics has carried ou an impor- 
tant and increasing work during the 
last year. In the exercise of its pecul- 
iar functions as an international ageu- 
cy, maintained by all the American 
republics for the development of pan- 
American commerce and friendship, it 
has accomplished a great practical 
good which could be done in the same 
way by no individual department or bu- 
reau of one government and is there- 
fore deserving of your liberal support. 
The fact that it is about to enter a new 
building, erected through the munifi- 
cence of an American philanthropist 
and the contributions of all the Amer- 
ican nations, where both its efficiency 
of administration and expense of main- 
tenance will naturally be much aug- 
mented, further entitles it to special 
consideration. 


The Far East. 


In the far east this government pre- 


serves unchanged its' policy of support- 
ing the principle of equality of oppor- 
tunity and scrupulous respect for the 
integrity of the Chinese empire, to 
which policy are pledged the interested 
powers of both east and west. 


By the treaty of 3903 China has un- 


dertaken the abolition of likin with a 
moderate and proportionate raising of 
the customs tariff along with currency 
reform. These reforms being of mani- 
fest advantage to foreign commerce as 
well as to the interests of China, this 
government is endeavoring to facili- 
tate these measures and the needful 
acquiescence of tlie treaty powers. 
When it appeared that Chinese llkln 
revenues were to be hypothecated to 
foreign bankers in connection with a 
great railway project it was obvious 
that the governments whose nationals 
held tills loan would jhave a certain 
direct interest In the question of the 
carrying out by China of the reforms 
Iu question. 
Because this railroad 


loan represented n practical and real 
application of the open door policy 
through co-operation with China by 
Interested powers, as well as because 
of Its relations to the reforms referred 
to above, the administration deemed 
American participation to bo of great 
national Interest. 
Happily, when it 


wns as a matter of broad policy ur- 
gent that this opportunity should not 
bo lost, Hie indlspcnsnblo Instrumental- 
ity presented Itself when n group of 
American bankers 
of 
International 


reputation nnd great resources agreed 
nt once to share In the loan upon pre- 
cisely such terms ns (his government 
shmilil approve. 
Tbo chief of those 


terms wns that American railway ma- 
terial should bo upon nil oxnct equality 
with that of (he other nationals Jolu- 


riijg'in the loan in'•"tftV.placing• Ot:i)T- 
deri for this wnoie irailrpad system." 
Alter months of negotiation the equal 
participation of Americans' seem*.at; 
last assured. It is gratifying that 
'Americans will thus take their share 
iii this extension of these great.ulgh- 
Ways of trade and to believe that such 
activities will give a real Impetus to 
our commerce and will,prove a prac- 
tical corollary to our historic policy in 
the far east.

The imperial Chinese government In 


pursuance of Its decision to devote 
funds from the portion. of the Indem- 
nity remitted by the United States to 
the sending of students to this coun- 
try has 'already completed arrange- 
ments for carrying out this purpose, 
and a considerable body of students 
have arrived to take up their work in 
pur schools and universities. No one 
can doubt the happy effect that the as- 
sociations formed by these representa- 
tive-young men will have when they 
return to take up their work In the 
progressive development of their coun- 
try. 


The results of the opium conference 


held at Shanghai last spring at the 
invitation of the United States have 
been laid before the government. The 
report shows that China is making re- 
markable progress and admirable ef- 
forts - toward the eradication of the 
opium evil and that the governments 
concerned have not allowed their.com- 
mercial interests to interfere -with a 
helpful co-operation in this reform. 
Collateral investigations of the opium 
question in this country lead me to 
recommend that the manufacture, sale 
nnd use of opium and its derivatives in 
the United States should be so far as 
possible more vigorously controlled by 
legislation. 


In one of the Chinese-Japanese con- 


ventions of Sept. 4 of this year there 
was a provision which caused consid- 
erable public apprehension in that 
upon its face it was believed in some 
quarters to seek to establish a monop- 
oly of mining privileges along the 
South Manchurian and Antung-Muk- 
den railroads and thus to exclude 
Americans from n wide field of enter- 
prise, to take part in which they were 
by treaty with China entitled. 
After 


a thorough examination of the conven- 
tions and of the several contextual 
documents the secretary of state reach- 
ed the conclusion that no such monop- 
oly was intended or accomplished. 
However, in view of the widespread 
discussion of tills question, to confirm 
the vjew it had reached this govern- 
ment made Inquiry of the imperial 
Chinese and Japanese governments 
and received from each official assur- 
ance that the provision bad no purpose 
inconsistent with the policy of equality 
of opportunity to which the signa- 
tories, in common with the United 
States, are pledged. 


Relations With Japan. 


Our traditional relations with the 


Japanese empire continue cordial, us. 
usual. As the representative of Japan 
his imperial highness Prince Kuni 
visited the Hudson-Fulton celebration. 
The recent visit of a delegation of 
prominent business men as guests of 
the chambers of commerce of the Pa- 
cific slope, whose representatives had 
been so agreeably received in Japan, 
will doubtless contribute to the grow- 
ing trade across the Pacific as well ns 
to that mutual, uuderstauding which 
leads to mutual appreciation. The ar- 
rangement of 1008 for n co-operative 
control of thu coming of laborers to 
the United States has proved to work 
satisfactorily. 
The matter of a revi- 


sion of the existing treaty between tlie 
United Stntes and Japan which Is ter- 
minable in 1012 is already receiving 
the study of both countries. 


The department of state is consider- 


ing the revision in whole or in part of 
the existing treaty with Siarn, which 
was concluded in 1556 and is now, in 
respect to many of its provisions, out 
of date. 


The Department of State. 


I earnestly recommend to the favor- 


able action of the congress the esti- 
mates submitted by the department of 
state and most especially the legisla- 
tion suggested in the secretary of 
state's letter of this date whereby it 
will be possible to develop and make 
permanent the reorganization of the 
department upon modern lines iu a 
manner to make it a thoroughly ef- 
ficient instrument in the furtherance 
of our foreign trade and of American 
interest's abroad. 
The- "plan -to have 


divisions of Latin American and far 
eastern affairs nnd to Institute a cer- 
aiu specialization In business with 
Europe and the near east will nt once 
commend itself. 
These politico-geo- 


jrnphlcal divisions and the detail from 
the diplomatic or consular service to 
.he department of a number of men 
who bring to the study of complicated 
problems in different parts of the world 
:irnclicnl knowledge recently gained on 
Llic spot clearly Is of the greatest ad- 
vantage to the secretary of state In 
'orcseetng conditions likely to arise 
md in conducting the great variety of 
correspondence and negotiation. 
It 


should be remembered that such facll- 
tics exist in tlie foreign offices of all 
the lending commercial nations and 
that to deny them to the secretary of 
state would bo to place tills govorn- 
neut at a grcnt disadvantage in the 
rivalry of commorcinl competition. 


Improved Consular Service. 


The consular service has been great- 
y Improved under the law of April G, 
1900, and tho executive order of Juno 
27, 190(5, and 1 commend to your con- 
ilderntlon the question of embodying 
.n a statute tho principles of tho pres- 
ent oxecutlvo order upon which the 
Illclcncy of our consular service is 
wholly dependent. 


In modem times political nnd Com- 


ncrclnl Interests aro Interrelated, and 
u tho negotiation of commercial (.ma- 
les, conventions anil tariff agreements, 
ho keeping open of opportunities and 
[bo proper support of American enter- 
prises our diplomatic service Is ijullo

service, I have signed an executive pr- 
deras the first xstep toward this orery 
desirable result Its effect should be 
to place all secretaries in the diplo- 
matic service in much the same posi- 
tion as consular officers are now placed 
and to tend to the promotion of the 
most efficient to the grade of minister, 
generally leaving for outside appoint- 
ment such posts of the grade.of am- 
bassador or minister, as it may be ex- 
pedient to fill from -without the serv- 
ice. 
It is proposed also to continue 


the practice Instituted last summer of 
giving to all newly appointed secre- 
taries at least one month's thorough 
training In the department of state be- 
fore they proceed to their posts. This 
has been done for some time in regard 
to the consular service with excellent 
results. 
.

• 


Under a provision of the act of Aug. 


5,1909, I have appointed three officials 
to assist the officers of the government 
in collecting Information necessary to 
a wise administration of the tariff act 
of Aug. 5, 1909. 
As to questions of 


customs administration they are co- 
operating with the officials of ,the 
treasury department and as to matters 
of the needs and the exigencies of our 
manufacturers and exporters with the 
department of commerce and labor in 
Its relation to the domestic aspect of 
the subject of foreign commerce. In 
the study of foreign tariff treatment 
they will assist the bureau of trade 
relations-of the department of state. 
It is hoped thus to co-ordinate nnd 
bring to bear upon this most important 
subject all the agencies of the govern- 
ment which can contribute anything to 
its efficient handling. 


As a consequence of section 2 of the 


tariff net of Aug. 5, 1909, it becomes 
the duty of the secretary of state to 
conduct as diplomatic business all the 
negotiations necessary to place him In 
a position to advise me as to -whether 
or not a particular country unduly dis- 
criminates against the United States 
in the sense of the statute referred to. 
The great scope and complexity of this 
work, ns well ns the obligation to lend 
all proper aid to our expanding com- 
merce, are met by the expansion of the 
bureau of trade relations as set forth 
in the estimates for the department of 
state. 


Other Departments. 


I have thus in some detail described 


the Important transactions of the stale 
department since the beginning of this 
administration for the reason that 
there is no provision either by statute 
or custom for a formal report by the 
secretary of state to the president or 
to congress, and a presidential message 
is the only means by which the con- 
dition of our foreign relations is 
brought to the attention of congress 
and the public. 


In dealing with the affairs of the 


other departments, the heads of which 
nil submit annual reports, I shall touch 
only those matters that seem to me to 
call for special mention on my part 
without minimizing in any way the 
recommendations made by them for 
legislation affecting their respective 
departments, in all of which I wish to 
express my general concurrence. 
Government Expenditures and Reve- 


nues. 


Perhaps the most important ques- 


tion presented to this administration 
is that of economy in expenditures and 
sufficiency of revenue. 
The deficit of 


the last fiscal year and the certain 
deficit of the current year prompted 
congress to throw a greater responsi- 
bility on the executive nnd tlie secre- 
tary of the treasury than had hereto- 
fore been declared by statute. 
This 


declaration Imposes upon the secretary 
of the treasury the duty of assembling 
all the estimates of the executive de- 
partments, bureaus and offices of the 
expenditures necessary in the ensuing 
fiscal year and of making an estimate 
of the revenues of the government for 
the same period, and if a probable def- 
icit is thus shown it is made the duty 
of tlie president to recommend the 
method by which such deficit can be 
met 


. Estimated Deficit $73,075,600. 


The report of the secretary shows 


that the ordinary expenditures for the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
1910, 
will exceed the estimated re- 


ceipts by $34,075,620. If to this deficit 
are added the sum to be disbursed for 
the Panama canal, amounting to $38,- 
000,000, and $1,000,000 to be paid on 
the public debt the deficit of ordinary 
receipts and expenditures will be In- 
creased to a total deficit of $73,075,620. 
This deficit the secretary proposes to 
meet by the proceeds of bonds issued 
to pay the cost of constructing the 
Panama canal. 
I approve this pro- 


posal. 


The policy of paying for the con- 


struction of the Panama canal not 
out of current revenue, but by bond 
Issue, was adopted In the Spooner act 
of 3002, and there seems to be no good 
reason for departing from tho princi- 
ple by which a pnrt at least of the 
burden of tho cost of the canal shall 
fall upon our posterity, who are to 
enjoy It, and there Is nil tho more rea- 
son for this view because tho actual 
cost to date of the canal, which is now 
half done and which will bo completed 
Jan. 1, 1015, shows that tho cost of 
engineering and construction will bo 
$297,700,000 Instead Of $139,705,200, ns 
originally istlmftted. 
In addition to 


cnglnecrlr,} nnd construction, the oth- 
er espouses, Including snnltatlon and 
government nnd the amount paid for 
tbo properties, the franchise nnd the 
privilege of building tbo cnnnl, in- 
crease tho cost by ?7ri,43S,000 to a 
totnl of $S7f>,20l,000. The incrcnso iu

In order to avoid a deceit.for th 


ensuing fiscal :yeftr I directed th 
neads of departments In the prepare 
tlOn of their'estimates to make them 
as low as possible consistent with Itq 
iterative governmental necessity., Th 
result has been, as I am advised by 
the Secretary of the treasury, that the 
estimates of the expenses of the gqv 
ernment for the fiscal .year 'ending 
June 30, 1911—that Is, for the nex 
fiscal year—are less by $55,663,000 
than the total of appropriations for 
the current .fiscal year: and less: by 
$94,000,000 than the estimates for thai 
year. So far as,the secretary of. the 
treasury is able to form a judgment as 
tp.future Income and compare it with 
the expenditure for the next fisca: 
year'ending June 30, 1811, including 
the payments on account of the Pan- 
ama canal and the public debt, there 
will be no deficit in the year endlnjj 
June" 30, 1011, but a small surplus of 
¥712,000. 


In the present estimates the needs of 


the departments and of the govern- 
ment have been cut to the quick, so to 
speak, and any assumption on the part 
of congress, so often made in times 
past, that the estimates have been pre- 
pared with the expectation that they 
may be reduced will result in seriously 
hampering proper administration. 


Tli& secretary of the treasury points 


out, what should be carefully noted in 
respect to tb.ls reduction In govern- 
mental expenses-for the next fiscal 
year, that the economies are of two 
kinds—first, there is a saving in the 
permanent administration of the de- 
partments, bureaus and offices of the 
government, .and, second, there is a 
present reduction in expenses by a 
postponement of projects rind im- 
provements that ultimately will have 
to be carried out, but which are now 
delayed with the hope tliat additional 
revenue In the future will permit their 
execution without producing a deficit. 


I am aware that there Is a strong 


feeling In both houses of congress and 
possibly In the country against th 
establishment of civil pensions an 
that this has naturally grown out 
the heavy burden of military pension 
which it has always been the pollc 
of our government to assume, but I nn 
strongly convinced that no other prac 
tlcal solution of the difficulties pre 
sented by the superannuation of clV: 
servants can be found than that of 
system of civil pensions. 


Increase In Expenditures. 


The bUElnnsB-and expenditures of th 


wm|rj« of the product* and mer 
coandlse of the United States, and If 
the ejc«cutive finds such laws and prac 
tice*. not to be unduly discriminatory 
pgajust toe United, States the mini 
mum duties provided In the bill are to 
go' Into force. 
Unless the '. president 


mjke» such a finding, then the maxi- 
mum duties provided in the bill—that 
is, an Increase 'of %5-per cent ad va- 
lorem over the jninlinum' duties—are to 
beta force. Fear has been expressed 
that this power conferred and duty 
imppsed on the executive are. likely to 
lead to a tariff war. I beg to express 
the hope and belief that no such result 
need be anticipated. 


The discretion granted to the eiecu- 


tive by the terms "unduly discrimina- 
tory" Is wide. In order that the maxi- 
mum duty shall be charged against the 
Imports from a country it is necessary 
that he shall find on the part of that 
country npt only discriminations in 
its laws or the prftctice under, them 
against the trade of the United States, 
but that the discriminations 
found 


shall be undue—that is, without good 
and fair reason. I conceive that this

Uses of tho New Tariff Board. 


The new tariff law enables me to ap- 


iolnt a tariff board to assist me incou- 
lection with the department of state In 
be administration of the minimum and 
laxtmum clause of the act and also to 
ssist officers of the government In the 
dmlnistratiou of the entire law. An 
xamlnatlon of the law and an under- 
tanding of the nature of the facts

Coast Defenses. 


The coast defenses of the United 


States proper are generally all that 
could be desired, and In-some respects 
they are rather more elaborate than 
under present conditions are needed 
to stop an enemy's fleet from entering 
the harbors defended'. There Is, how- 
ever, one place where additional de- 
fense is badly needed! and that Is at 
the mouth of Chesapeake bay, where 
it is proposed to make an artificial is- 
land for a fort which shall prevent an 
enemy's fleet from entering this most 
Important strategical base of opera- 
tions on the whole Atlantic and guif 
coasts. I hope that appropriate legis- 
lation will be adopted to secure the 
construction of this defense. 


The military'and naval joint board 


have unanimously agreed that It would 
be unwise to make the large expendi- 
tures which at one time were contem- 
plated In the establishment of a naval 
base and station in the Philippine Is- 
lands and have expressed their judg- 
ment, in which I fully, concur, In fa- 
vor of making an extensive naval base 
at Pearl Harbor, near Honolulu, and 
not in the Philippines. This does not 
dispense with the necessity for the 
comparatively small appropriations .re- 
quired to finish the proper coast de- 
fenses in tho Philippines now under 


government have eSp'anded enormous 
ly since the Spanish war_ but as th 
revenues have increased in nearly th 
same proportion as the expenditure 
until recently the attention of the pub 
lie and of those responsible for th 
government has not been fastener 
upon the question of reducing the cos 
of administration. We cannot, in view 
of the advancing prices of living, hop 
to save money by a reduction in the 
standard of salaries paid. 
Indeed, 1 


any change is made in that regard an 
Increase rather than a decrease will b< 
necessary, and the only means of econ 
omy will be in reducing the number o 
employees and in obtaining a greater 
average of efficiency from those re 
tallied in the service. 


Close investigation and study neetlet 


to make definite recommendations in 
this regard will consume at least two 
years. I note with much satisfaction 
the organization in the senate of a 
committee on public expenditures 
charged with the duty of conducting 
such an investigation, and I tender to 
that committee all the assistance which 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment can possibly render. 
Frauds In the Collections of Customs. 
I regret to refer to the fact of the 


discovery of extensive frauds In the 
collection of the customs revenue at 
New York city, In which a number of 
the subordinate employees in the weigh- 
ing and other departments were direct- 
ly concerned and In which tho benefi- 
ciaries .were-the. American Sugar Re- 
fining company and others. The frauds 
consisted in the payment of duty on 
underweights of sugar. The govern- 
ment has recovered frdrn the American 
Sugar Refining company all that It Is 
shown to have been defrauded of. The 
sum was received in full of the amount 
due which might have been recovered 
by civil action against the beneficiary 
of the fraud, but there was an express 
reservation in the contract of settlc- 
mcut by which the settlement should 
not interfere with or prevent the 
criminal prosecution of every one who 
was found to bo subject to the same. 


Criminal prosecutions aro now pro- 


ceeding against a number of the gov- 
ernment officers. 
The treasury de- 


partment and tho department of jus- 
tice are exerting every effort to dis- 
cover all the wrongdoers, including tho 
officers and employees of the compa- 
nies who may have been privy to the 
fraud. It would seem to me that an 
Investigation of the frauds by con- 
gress at present, pending tho probjng 
by the treasury department and the 
department of justice, an proposed, 
might by giving immunity and other- 
wise prove an embarrassment In so- 
curing convlcilon of the guilty parties. 


try and the cost of their production in 
foreign countries. 
I have therefore 


appointed a tariff board consisting of 
three members and have directed them 
to perform all the duties above de- 
scribed. Thin work will perhaps take 
two or three years, and I ask from 
congress a continuing annual appro- 
priation equal to that already made 
for this prosecution. I believe that the 
work of. tills board will be of prime 
utility and importance whenever con- 
gress shall deem It wise again to read- 
just tho customs duties. .If the facts 
secured by the tariff board nre of such 
a character as to show generally that 
the rates of duties Imposed by the pres- 
ent tariff law are excessive under the 
principles of protection as described In 
the pjatfOrm of the successful party at 
the last election I shall not hesitate to 
iuvilo the attention of congress to this 
fact and to the necessity for action 
predicated thereon. Nothing, however, 
halts business and interferes with the 
course of prosperity so much as the 
threatened revision of the tariff, and 
until the facts are at hand, after care- 
ful and deliberate investigation, upon 
which such revision can properly be 
undertaken, It seems to me unwise to 
attempt it. Tho amount of misinfor- 
mation that creeps into arguments pro 
and con in respect to tariff rates is 
iuch us to require the kind of investi- 
gation that I have directed the tariff 
ward to make, an investigation uuder- 
:aken by it wholly without respect to 
:he effect which the facts may have in 
calling for a readjustment of the rates 
of duty.

The 
aws regulating the organization of our 
rmed forces In the event of war need

ation can be modified so as to produce 
force which,would be more couslst- 
r.tly apportioned throughout its mi- 
nerous branches. To explain the cir- 
umstances upon which this opinion Is 
ascd would necessitate a lengthy dls-

The Navy. 


The return of the battleship fleet 


from Its voyage around the world lu 
more efficient condition than when It 
started was a noteworthy event of in- 
terest alike to our citizens and the 
naviil authorities of the world. Be- 
sides the beneficial and farreachlng 
effect on our personal and diplomatic 
relations in the countries which the 
fleet visited, the marked success of the 
ships In steaming around the world in 
all weathers on schedule time has In- 
creased respect for our navy aud has 
added to our national prestige. 


Our enlisted personnel recruited from 


all section's of the country is ybutig 
and energetic and representative of 
the national Spirit. 
It is, moreover, 


owing to its Intelligence, capable 'of 
quick training Into thfe modern man- 
of-war's men. Our officers are earnest 
and zealous In their profession, but it 
is a regrettable fact that the higher 
officers are old for the responslbiltles 
of the modern mivy, and the admirals 
do not arrive at flag rank young 
enough to obtain adequate training In 
their duties as flag officers. This need 
for reform in the navy has been ably 
and earnestly presented to congress by 
my predecessor, and I also urgently 
recommend the subject for considera- 
tion. 


Early in tho coming session a com- 


prehensive plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the officers of all corps of the 
navy will be presented to congress, 
and I hope it will meet' with action 
suited to its urgeucy. 


• Owing to the necessity for economy 
in expenditures, I have directed the 
curtailment 'Of recommendations for 
naval appropriations so that they are 
thirty-eight millions less than the cor- 
responding estimates of last year, and 
the request for new naval construction 
is limited to two first class battleships 
and one repair vessel. 


. The generosity of congress has pro- 
vided in the present naval observatory 
the most magnificent and expensive as- 
tronomical establishment in the world. 
It is being used for certain naval pur- 
poses which might easily arid adequate- 
ly be subserved by a small division 
connected with" the navy department 
at only a fraction of the cost of the 
present naval observatory. The of- 
ficial board of visitors established by 
congress and appointed in 1U01 ex- 
pressed Its conclusion that the official 
head of the observatory should be an 
eminent astronomer appointed by the 
president by and with the advice and 
conseut of the senate, holding his 
place by a tenure at least as perma- 
nent as that of the superintendent of 
the coast survey or the head of the 
geological survey aud not merely by 
a detail of two or three years' dura- 
tion. I fully concur in this Judgment 
and urge a provision by law for the 
appointment of such a director. 
Department of Justice—Expedition In 


Legal Procedure. 


The deplorable delays In the admin- 


istration of civil and criminal law have 
received tho attention of committees of 
the American Bar association and of 
many stato bar associations, as well as 
tho considered thought of Judges and 
jurists. In my judgment, a change In 
Judicial procedure, with a vlow to re-1 
duclng Its expense to private litigants 
In civil cases and facilitating tho dis- 
patch of business and final decision In 
both civil and criminal cases, consti- 
tutes the greatest need In our Ameri- 
can Institutions. I do liOt doubt for 
ono moment that much of tho lawless 
violence nnd cruelty exhibited In lynch- 
iigs nro directly duo to the uncertain- 
lea nnd Injustice growing out of tho 


weJl to tie administration oi justice 
state courts as to tbftt; in feder 
courts, and ."without making invidlou 
distinction it is perhaps not too muc 
tq say that, speaking generally, the d 
fects are less in the federal cour 
than in the state courts. But they a 
very great in the federal courts. Th 
expedition with which business is dl 
posed of both on the civil and th 
criminal side of English courts und 
modern rules of procedure makes th 
delay* in our courts seem archaic an 
barbarous. The procedure In the fed 
eral courts should furnish an examp 
for the state courts. 


I presume it is Impossible wlthou 


an amendment to the constitution t 
unite under one form of action th 
proceedings at common law and 
ceedings- in equity iu the federa 
courts, but it is certainly not inipos 
slble by a statute to simplify and mak 
short and direct the procedure both a 
law and in. equity in those courts. ] 
is not Impossible to cut down sti 
more than it IE cut down the jurisdic 
tlon. of the supreme court so as to con 
fine it almost wholly to statutory an 
constitutional questions. 
Under th 


present statutes the equity and ai 
mlralty procedure In the federal courts 
Is under the control of the suprem 
court, but in the pressure of busines 
to which the court is subjected it I 
impossible to hope that a radical am 
proper reform of the federal eqnlt; 
procedure can be brought about 
therefore recommend legislation pro 
vlding for thf appointment by th 
president of a commission with author 
ity to examine the law. and equity 
procedure of the federal courts of firs 
Instance, the law of appeals from 
t":ose courts to the courts of appeal 
and to the supreme court and the cost 
imposed in such procedure upon th 
private litigants aud upou the publl 
treasury and make recommendation 
with a view to simplifying and ex 
pediting the procedure as far as pos 
sible and making it as Inexpensive a 
may be to the litigant c.f little means. 


The platform of the successful party 


in the last election contained the foi 
lowing: 


"The Republican party will uphol 


at all times the authority and integrltj 
of the courts, state nnd federal, an< 
will, ever insist that their powers to 
enforce their process and to protec 
life, liberty and property shall be pre 
served Inviolate. We believe, however 
that the rules of procedure In the 
federal courts with respect to the is 
suanco of the writ of Injunction shouk 
be more accurately defined by statute 
and that no injunction or temporary 
restraining order should be issued 
without notice, except where irrepara- 
ble injury would result from delay, to 
which case a speedy hearing there- 
after should be granted." 


I recommend that in compliance with 


the promise thus made appropriate leg. 
Islatlon be adopted. The ends of jus 
tice will best be met-and- the chief 
cause of complaint against ill consld 
ered injunctions without notice will b 
removed by the enactment of a statuto 
forbidding hereafter the issuing of any 
Injunction or restraining order, wheth- 
er temporary or permanent, by any 
federal court without previous notice 
and a reasonable opportunity to be 
heard on behalf of the parties to bo 
enjohied unless it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the court that the delay 
necessary to give such notice and hear- 
ing would result iu Irreparable Injury 
to the complainant and unless also the 
court shall from the evidence make a 
written findiug, which shall be spread 
upon the court minutes, that imme- 
diate and Irreparable injury is likely 
to ensue to the complainant and shall 
define the injury, state why It is ir- 
reparable and shall also indorse on the 
order issued the date and the hour 
of the Issuance of the order. ( More- 
over, every such injunction 'or re- 
straining order issued without previ- 
ous notice and opportunity by the de- 
fendant to be heard should by force 
of the statute expire aud be of no ef- 
fect after seven days from the issu- 
ance thereof or within any time less 
thau that period which the court may 
fix unless within such seven days or 
such less period the injunction or 
order Is extended or renewed after 
previous notice nnd opportunity to be 
heard. 


My judgment is that the passage of 


such an act, which really embodies 
the best practices In equity and is very 
like the rule now in force In some 
courts, will prevent the issuing of 111 
advised orders of Injunction without 
notice and will render such orders 
when Issued much less objectionable, 
by the short time iu which they mayi 
remain effective.

Commerce

The jurisdiction of the general gov- 


ernment over Interstate commerce has 
led to the passage of the so called 
"Sherman anti-trust law" and the "In- 
terstate 
commerce law" nnd 
its 


amendments. Tho developments in the 
operation of those laws as shown by 
Indictments, trials, judicial decision 
aud other sources of information, call 
for a discussion and some suggestions 
ns to ameudmonts. These I prefer to 
embody in a special message Instead 
of Including them in tho present com- 
munication, nnd I shall avail myself 
of the first convenient opportunity to 
bring these subjects to the Attention of 
congress. 


Postoffice Department— Second Clasi 


Moil Matter, 


The deficit every year In the post- 


offlco department Is largely caused by 
tho low rate of postngo of 1 cent a 
pound charged on second class mull 
mnttor, which includes not only news- 
papers, but magazines nnd miscella- 
neous periodicals. 
Tho actual loss 


growing out of tho transmission of this 
second class mail matter at 1 cent a 
pound amounts Io about $03,000,000vn 
yenr. Tho Average cost of the trans- 
portation of this matter Is uioro than 


u appears"that the average distance 


over which newspapers are delivered 
to their customers is 201 miles, while 
the average haul of magazines is 
1,049 and of miscellaneous periodicals 
1,128 miles. Thus the average haul 
of the magazlneiis three and one-half 
times and that of the miscellaneous 
periodical nearly four times the haul 
of the dally newopaper, yet all of 
them pay the same postage rate of 1 
cent a pound. The statistics of 1007 
show that second class mail matter 
constituted 63.01 per cent of the 
weight of .all the mall and yielded 
only 5.19 per cent of the revenue. 


The figures given nre startling and 


show the payment by the government 
of ah enormous subsidy to the news- 
papers, magazines and periodicals, and 
congress may well consider whether 
radical steps should not bo taken to 
reduce the deficit in the postofflce de- 
partment caused by this discrepancy 
between the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and the compensation exacted 
therefor. 


A great saying might be made, 


amounting to much more than half of 
the loss, by imposing upon magazines 
and periodicals a higher rate of post- 
age. 
They are much heavier than 


newspapers and contain a much high- 
er proportion of advertising to reading 
matter, and the average distance of 
their transportation is three and a 
half times as great 


The total deficit for the last fiscal 


year in 
the 
postofflce - department 


amounted to $!Tj500,000. The branches 
of Its business which it did at n loss 
were the second class mall service, In 
which the loss, ns already said, was 
$03,000,000, and the free rural delivery, 
In which the loss was $28,000,000. 
These losses were In part offset by the 
profits of letter postage and other 
sources of income. 
It would seem 


wise to reduce tho loss upon second 
class mall matter, at least to the ex- 
tent of preventing a deficit In the total 
operations Of the postofflce. 


I commend the whole subject to con- 


;ress, not unmindful of the spread of 
intelligence which a low charge for 
carrying newspapers and periodicals 
assists. I very much doubt, however, 
:he wisdom of a policy which consti- 
tutes so large n subsidy and requires 
idditional taxation to meet it. 


Postal Savings Banks. 


The second subject worthy of men- 
Ion in the postoffice department is 
he real necessity and entire practica- 
lity of establishing postal savings 
banks. The successful party at the 
ast election declared in favor of postal 
iavings bauks, nud, although the prop- 
isltlon finds opponents In many parts 
if tho country, I am convinced that 
he people desire such banks aud am 
lure that v.'hen tho banks are fur- 
nished they will be productive of the 
utmost good. The postal savings banks 
are uul constituted for the purpose of 
creating competition with other banks 
Ihe rate of Interest upon deposits to 
which they would be limited would be 
0 small as io prevent their drawing 
leposits away from other banks. 
1 believe them to be necessary in or- 


der to offer a proper inducement to 
brift and saving to a great many poo- 
ile of small means who do not now 
,avo bauking facilities nnd to whom 
uch n system would offer nn oppor- 
unily for the accumulation of capital, 
'hey will furnish a satisfactory sub- 
tltute, based on sound principle and 
ctunl successful trial in nearly all 
10 countries of the world, for the sys- 
em of government guaranty of de- 
osits now being adopted in several 
•estcrn states which, with deference 
o those who advocate it, seems to mo 
o have lu it the seeds of demoralize- 
on to conservative banking and cer- 
ahi financial disaster. 
The question of how the money de- 
oslted in postal savings banks shall 
e invested is not free from dlfllculty, 
ut I believe that a satisfactory pro- 
Islon for this purpose was inserted as 
n amendment to the bill considered 
y the senate at its last session. It 
as been proposed to delay the consld- 
'ation of legislation establishing a 
ostal savings bank until after the re- 
ort of the monetary commission. This 
eport is likely to be delayed, and prop- 
rly so, because of the necessity for 
ireful deliberation and close luvcs- 
galion. 
I do not see why the one 


lould be tied up with the other. It is 
idcrstood that the monetary com- 
Ksiou have looked into the systems 
banking which now prevail abroad 


id have found that by a control there 
zeroised iu respect to reserves and 
the rates of exchauge by some central 
authority panics arc avoided. It is 
not apparent that a system of postal 
savings banks would iu any way Inter- 
fere with a change to such a system 
here. Certainly in most of tho coun- 
tries lu Europe, where control Is thus 
exercised by a centra] authority, postal 
savings banks exist and are not 
thought to be Inconsistent with a prop- 
er financial nnd bauking system. 


Ship Subsidy. 


Following the course of my distin- 


guished predecessor, I earnestly rec- 
ommend to congress tho consideration 
and passage of a ship subsidy bill look- 
Ing to tho establishment of Hues be- 
tween our Atlantic seaboard nnd the 
eastern coast of South America as 
well as lines from the west const of 
the United States to South America, 
China, Japan and the Philippines. Tho 
profits on foreign malls aro perhaps a 
sufficient measure OC the expenditures 
which might first be tentatively ap- 
plied to this method of Inducing Amer- 
ican capital to,undertake the establish- 
ment of American lines of steamships 
in those directions In which we now 
fntl It most important that wo should 
havo nicnns of transportation con- 
trolled In tho Interest of thn expansion 
of our trade.' A bill of this chnrnclcr 
has onco pnssed the house nnd moro 
thnn onco imaged the senate, nnd I 
hope thnt at this session n bill frnmrrt 


oh the same lines and with the same 
purposes may become a law; 
Interior Department—New Mexico and 


Arizona. 


The successful party In the last elec- 


tion in its national platform declared 
In favor of the admission as separate 
states of New Mexico and Arizona, 
and I recommend that legislation ap- 
propriate to this end be adopted. 
I 


urge, however, that care be exercised 
In the preparation of the legislation af- 
fecting each territory to secure delib- 
eration In the selection of persons as 
members of the convention to draft a 
constitution for the incoming state, 
and I earnestly advise that such con- 
stitution after adoption by the conven- 
tion shall be submitted to the people of 
the territory for their approval at an 
election In which the sole Issue shall 
be the merits of the proposed consti- 
tution, and If tho constitution Is de- 
feated by popular vote means shall be 
provided In the enabling act for a new 
convention and the drafting of a new 
constitution. 
I think it vital that the 


issue as to the merits of the constitu- 
tion should not be mixed up with the 
selection of state officers and that no 
election of state officers should be had 
until after the constitution has been 
fully approved and finally settled upou. 


Alaska. 


With respect to the territory of Alas- 


ka, I recommend legislation which 
shall provide for the appointment by 
tho president of a governor and also 
of an executive council, the members 
of which shall during their term of 
office reside In tho territory nnd which 
shall have legislative powers sufficient 
to enable it to give to the territory lo- 
cal laws adapted to its present growth. 
I strongly deprecate legislation looking 
to the election of a territorial legisla- 
ture in that vast district The lack of 
permanence of residence of a large 
part of the present population and the 
small number of the people who either 
permanently or temporarily reside In 
the district as compared with Its vast 
expanse and the variety of tho Inter- 
ests that havo to be subserved make it 
altogether unfitting, in my judgment, 
to provide for a popular election of a 
legislative body. The present system 
Is not adequate nnd does not furnish 
the character of local control that 
ought to be there. The only compro- 
mise It seems to me which may give 
needed local legislation and secure a 
conservative government is the one I 
propose. 


Conservation of Natural Resources, 
In several departments there is pre- 


sented the necessity for legislation 
looking to the further conservation of 
our national resources, and the sub-; 
Joct Is one of such Importance ns to 
require a more detailed and extended 
discussion than can. bo entered upon 
In this communication. For that rea- 
son I shall take an early opportunity 
to send n special message to congress 
on tho subject of tho Improvement of 
our waterways, upon the reclamation 
and irrigation of arid, semlarld nnd 
swamp lands, upon the preservation 
of our forests and the reforesting of 
suitable areas, upon the reclasslflca- 
tlon of the public domain with a view 
of separating from agricultural settle- 
ment mineral, coal nnd phosphate 
lands and Bites belonging to the gov- 
ernment bordering on streams suitable 
for the utilization of water power. 


Department of Agriculture. 


I commend to your careful considera- 


tion the report of the secretary of ag- 
riculture as showing the Immense 
sphere of usefulness -which that de- 
partment now fills and the wonderful 
addition to the wealth of the nation 
made by the farmers of this country 
in tho crops of the current year. 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 


The Lighthouse Board. 


Tho lighthouse board now discharges 


its duties under tho department of 
commerce aud labor. For upward of 
forty years this board has been con- 
stituted of military and naval officers 
and two or three men. of science, with 
such an absence of a duly constituted 
executive head that It is marvelous 
what work has been accomplished. In 
tho period of construction the energy 
and enthusiasm of nil the members 
irevented the Inherent defects of the 
system from Interfering greatly with 
the beneficial work of the board, but 
now that the work is chiefly confined 
:o maintenance nnd repair, for which 
purpose the country Is divided into 
sixteen districts, to which are assigned 
an engineer officer of the army aud an 
Inspector of the navy, each with n 
lighthouse tender and tho needed plant 
for his work, it has become apparent 
by the frequent friction that arises, 
due to the absence of any central In- 
dependent authority, that there must 
be a complete reorganization of the 
board. 
I concede the advantage of 


keeping in the system the rigidity of 
discipline that the presence of naval 
and military officers lu charge Insures, 
but unless the presence of such of- 
ficers In the board can bo made con- 
sistent with a responsible executive 
head thnt shall have proper authority 
I recommend tho transfer of control 
over tho lighthouses to a suitable civil- 
Ian bureau. This is In accordance with 
the judgment of competent persons 
who are familiar with the workings of 
tho present system. I am confident 
that n reorganization can be effected 
which shnfr avoid the recurrence of 
friction between members, Instances of 
which havo been officially brought to 
my attention, and thnt by such reor- 
ganization greater efficiency nnd a 
substantial reduction In the expense 
of operation cuu bo brought about 


Consolidation of Bureaus, 


I request congressional authority to 


enable tho secretary of commerce nnd 
labor to unite the bureaus of manu- 
factures nnd strUlstlcs. This wns rcc- 
ommetKlrd by n competent committee 


changes 1- the interest oi econojnf 
and efficiency and In requested by tlM 
secretary. 


: The WhIU Slave Tradi 


I greatly regret to have to say thai 


tbo investigation^, made in the bureau 
of Immigration and other sources of 
Information lead to the view that 
there is urgent necessity for'addition- 
al legislation and greater executive 
activity to suipress the.recruiting Ot 
the ranks of prostitutes from' the 
streams of immigration into this eouii- 
try—an evil which, for want of a bet- 
ter name, hai; been called "the white 
slave trade." I believe it to be con- 
stitutional to forbid under penalty the 
transportation of persons for purposes 
of prostitution across national and 
state Hues, and by appropriating a 
fund of S50,Cou to ba used by the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor for the 
employment of special inspectors It 
will be possible to bring those re- 
sponsible for this trade to indictment 
and conviction under a federal law. 


Bureau of Health. 


For a very considerable period a 


movement has been gathering strength, 
especially among the members of tha 
medical profession, In favor of a con- 
centration of the instruments- of the 
national government which have to da 
with the promotion of public health 


The work of the United States civil' 


service commission has been perform- 
ed to the general satisfaction of tha 
executive officers with, whom the com- 
mission has been brought into official 
communication. The volume of that 
work and its variety and extent have 
under new laws, such as the census 
act and new executive orders, greatly 
Increased. The activities of the com- 
mission required by the statutes have 
reached to every portion of the publlo 
domain. 


The accommodations of the commls- 


slon nre most Inadequate for its needs. 
I call your attention to Its request toe 
increase in those accommodations, as 
will appear from the annual report foff- 
this year. 


Political Contributions, 


I urgently recommend to congress 


that a law be passed requiring that 
candidates In elections of members of 
the house of representatives and com- 
mittees in charge of their candidacy 
and campaign file In a proper office of 
the United States government a state- 
ment of the contributions received and 
of the expenditures incurred In the 
campaign for such elections and that 
similar legislation be 'enacted In re- 
spect to all other elections which are 
constitutionally within the control of 
congress. 


Semicentennial of Negro Freedom, 
Tho yenr 1013 will mark the Bftieth 


anniversary of the Issuance of the 
emancipation proclamation 
granting 


freedom to tho negroes. It seems fit- 
ting that this event should be proper- 
ly celebrated. 
Already a movement •'. 


has been started by prominent ne- 
groes, encouraged by prominent white 
people and the press. The south espe- 
cially Is manifesting its interest In this 
movement 


It Is suggested that a proper form 


of celebration would be nn exposi- 
tion to show the progress the negroes 
have made, not only during their pe- 
riod of freedom, but also from th« 
time of their coming to this country. 


I heartily indorse this proposal and 


request that the executive be author- 
ized to appoint a preliminary commis- 
sion of not more than seven persona 
to consider carefully whether or not 
It Is wise to hold such an exposition, 
and if so to outline a plan for tha 
enterprise. I further recommend that 
such preliminary commission serve 
without salary, except as to their ac- 
tual expenses, and that an approprUv 
tlon be made to meet such expenses. 


Conclusion. 


I have thus, In a message compresses 


as much as the subjects will permit, 
referred to many of the legislative 
needs of tho country, with the excep- 
tions already noted. 
Speaking gener- 


ally, the country is in a high stato of 
prosperity. 
There Is every reason to 


believe that we are on the eve of a 
substantial business expansion, and we 
have just garnered a harvest unex- 
ampled In the market value of our 
agricultural products. The high prices 
which such products bring mean great 
prosperity for tho farming community; 
but, on the other hand, they mean a 
very considerably increased burden .- 
upon those classes iu the community 
whose yearly compensation does not 
expand wl'h the improvement in busi- 
n^ss aud tho general prosperity. Vari- 
ous reasons nre given for the high . 
prices. The proportionate increase Iu 
the output of gold, which today Is the 
chief medium of exchange nnd Is iu 
some respects a measure of value, fur- 
nishes a substantial explanation of at 
least part of the increase in prices. 
The lucrenso lu population and the 
rcore expensive mode of living of the 
people, which have not been accom- 
panied by n proportionate Increase In 
acreage production, may furnish a fur- 
ther reason. It Is well to note that the 
Increase In the cost of living Is not 
confined to this country, but prevails 
tho world over, and that those who 
would charge Increases In prices to tho 
existing protective tariff must meet 
the fact that tho rise In prices bus 
taken place almost wholly in thoso 
products of tho factory aud farm In 
respect to which there has been cither 
no Increase in the tariff or in many 
Instances a very considerable reduc- 
tion.

Commerce 
During 


Month of October 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The en- 


larging volume of internal commerce 
during October is illustrated by the re- 
ports to the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, of leading commercial movements 


. in various parts of the country. 
The 


improved industrial situation is mani- 
fested principally In the very heavy 
movements .of coke and iron ore, de- 
manded by the iron furnaces. 
The 


sight and port .receipts of cotton, not- 
witlistanding the shorter crop of the 
year, exceeded like receipts for the first 
2 months of the two preceding seasons. 
The movements of hard and soft coal 
likewise show an increased 
volume. 


The grain movement of 
the 
month 


proved fairly .heavy, while the receipts 
of live stock at interior 
and eastern 


markets, mainly because of the short- 
age in the supply of hogs, were rather 
light. The traffic, activity of the rail- 
•ways, as indicated by the number of 
cars handled by the various 
demur- 


rage bureaus, shows a continuous im- 
provement. 


Live stock receipts during October at 


seven leading interior markets, 4,062,230 
head, were below those reported 
for 


October, 190S and 1907—4,074,565 
and 


4,121,805 head. Of' the total receipts 
for the month 1,130,011 head were c«t- 
tle, .103,622 calves, 1,273,159 hogs, 1,522,- 
903 sheep, and 31,941 horses and mules. 


of sheep, only partly compensates by 
the larger number of cattle and calves 
received during the month. 
The re- 


ceipts of these markets during the ten 
months of the year, 7,701,642 head, were 
likewise below the corresponding 1908 
figure of 8,074,471 head. The decrease 
in the receipts of hogs alone amounted 
to over 14 per cent as compared with 
the corresponding 1908 total. 


The grain 
movement during the 


month, as measured by the receipts at 
14 leading interior markets, 98,110,333 
bushels, compares favorably with cor- 
responding October 
figures 
for 
1908 


and 1907 when .85,554,230 and 98,700,- 
193 bushels were received at the same 
markets. 
Of the total receipts 48,560,- 


3S5 bushels was wheat, 13,476,306 corn, 
21,768,606 oats, 13,068,441 barley, and 
1,230,586 rye.
